FIRST LOVES OF AUTHORS: 
SECRETS OF SCOTT AND BYRON 


London, January !6.—In these days of 
@elvings and pryings into the inmost 
Secrets of authority, curious facts are 
constantly coming to light concerning 
great. names in literature. An inter- 
esting series of “revelations’’ have been 
made recently about “authorsY first 
loves.”". Walter Scott, it seems, never 
married the woman of his choice. ‘‘Lady 
Scott,’”’ says one of his recent biograph- 
ers, “could never be a companion to 
him,’" and he goes on to explain that, 
though Scétt married a Miss Carpen- 
ter, he was actually “dead in love” with 
Williamina Stuart, whom he met in a 
very romantic way. The story would 
be old, perhaps, were it not for the 
fact that love is never ancient. Scott 
met his Williamina outside the door of 
@ church. It was raining. Scott had 
an umbrella; Willlamina none. Out of 
this extremely simple situation grew 
the ruling passion of Scott's life. 
proposed to the adored one, but her 
father turned him down, owing to his 
rather unpromising “prospects.” Scott 
never quite recovered from the blow. 
On the day of his final rejection he 
“rode ‘from the young lady’s house, 
eating his own heart! and avolding the 
paths of men.” Williamina married 
another, though she, too, had confessed 
her affection for Scott. In after years, 
when Scott got into debt, Williamina’s 
husband came to his Tescue. Scott 
wrote that people experience real love 
only once in their lives. 

Another famous love affair which has 
been more than usually elaborated in 
recent biography isthat between Byron 
and Mary Chaworth. Though Byron 
came to be the most sought after poet 
of the day, and had hosts of women 
simply adoring him, his heart always 
remained true to “His Mary."”” He met 
her when he was a student at Harrow, 
and their estates were within 3 miles of 
each ,other, near Byron's’ ancestral 
home, Newstead. Strange to. say, 
though Byron was deeply in love with 
Miss Chaworth, she was not responsive. 


He. 


She married another, and, in affter 
life, Byron, had a peculiar affection for 
her little daughter. This affection opens 
& peculiar psychological vista. Byron 
wrote: 

“When late I saw thy favorite child, 
I thought my jealous heart would 

break; 
But the 


when 
smiled, 

I kissed it for its mother’s sake.’’ 

Dickens, too, it will be remembered, 
had a love affatr,’’ in which his first 
feart’s choice married another; and 
yet, Dickens, in after life, had astrange 
affection for the offspring of his early 
sweetheart. In his “Tale of Two 
Cities’’ he thus alludes to this incident: 
“No man ever really loved a woman, 
lost her, and knew her with a blame- 
lets th h an unchanged mind when 
she was a wife ana mother, 
children had a strange sympathy with 
him—an instinctive delicacy and pity 
for him.’’ 

Books dealing with these unique love 
affags of the great sre having a good 
sdie just now. Strange to say, the 
most precise and morally exacting read- 
ers seem quite tolerant of any amount 
of “latitude’’ on the part of their favor- 
{te authors. Genius seems surely privi- 
leged in affairs of the heart, and no 
matter what such men as Scott, Swift, 
Byron, Shelley and others of their ilk 
did, the gale of their books or the num- 
ter of their admirers is not one whit 
diminished.

Paris, January I6—No atudent of 
French criminal statistics can have 
failed to notice that women are becom- 
ing every year more prominent as lead- 
ers, or at any rate important factors, 
in the army of.crime. Whether it be 
merely one  0of the aspects of 
the modern phenomenon of woman's 
claim to an equal share with man in 
all his privileges—even those that Jead 
to‘ prison and the scaffold—or whether 
it be due to some other deep-seated 
cause, I must leave to the sociologist 
to decide. The fact ig there, undenia- 
ble, explain it as you will. 

Whereas woman was formerly the

humble apprentice and assistant in 
lcrime, she now frequently “operates” 
‘alone, and shows herself more than a 
;mateh for man in nerve and dexterity. 
A few months ago a female burglar 
|was arrested in a hotel on the Riviera 
while visiting the bedrooms of travelers 
iin the dead of night. She had a com- 
plete kit of up-to-date burglars’ tools 
‘and wore a,black “matijot.” or tigtt- 
‘fitting jersey, which enabled her to slip 
like an el from the clutches of anyone 
‘attempting to seize her. This lady lived 
‘in an expensive flat in Paris when she 
was not “working,” and was regar@ed 
‘as irreproachable by her neighbors. 
When she was away on a housebreak- 
ing «expedition she was supposed by 
her servants to be at the seaside. Her 
income wags estimated at 96,000 a year. 


Female Apache ae Scourge. 


It is, however, in the Apache domain 
that this phenomenon {s most remarl4- 
Ble. The Paris female Apache is rapid- 
ly becoming 4s -terrible a scourge as 
the loathsome individual who, cap on 
head, hands in pockets, and armed to 
the teeth, lurks about the outer boule- 
vards with the § inevitable cigarette 
hanging from his underlip, or sits in & 
low cafe drinking his absinthe or his 
petit verre. 

At the Paris salon three years agv 
a pafnting excited much _ attention, 
chiefly On account of its terrible real- 
ism. It: was what the Parisian calls 
d‘actualite—up-to-date—and represented 
two young women, knife in hand and 
striped to the watst, fighting a duel, 
while a couple of cynical male Apaches 
looked on. It was a definite recogni- 
tion of the place the female Apeche had 
won for herself in the domatn of crim- 
inal life. 

The first female Apache—the term 
Apache, as applied to the Parisian 
criminal, Only dates from the beginning 
of the present century—who gained an 
almost world-wide notorlety was a 
young woman who had been christened 
Casque d'Or (golden helmet) from the 
mass of reddish golden hair that form- 
ed her chief adornment. Casque 4’Or 
was the Helen of the _ Belleville 
Apaches. Manda and Lecca were the 
two chiefs who fought for her posses- 
sion. Fach was at the head of a body 
of followers, who, night after night, 
armed with revolvers and. knives, met 
in dea@ly encounter in the streets of 
‘Belleville, an outlying quarter of Paris, 
Peaceable citizens dared not venture 
out after darix, and the police seemed 
powerless. 


He Won Helen fn Battle. 


Day after day the newspapers devoted 
columns to the exploits f the two 
bands. Casque, d’Or, Lecca and Manda 
became familiar names; thetr portraits 
Were more frequently. seen than that of 
the president of the republic: an 
aureole of glory enveloped Casque d'Or, 
who was the envy of her fellows, At 
last, In a desperate pitched battle Man- 
da killed Lecca with his own hand 
and Helen was his. But his triumph 
was short-lived. Arrested by the police, 
the terrible Apache wag tried and sen-

Casque d’Or, left alone and thirsting 
for morg glory, dreamed of fresh con- 
quests on a vaster scale. An enterpris- 
ing variety manager secured her ser- 
vices. But the public conscience was 
now awakened, A storm of protests 
was raised against the scandal being 
any longer tolerated and the police, 
glad of the pretext, forbade Casque d’Or 
to appear. Thus ended abruptly the 
public career of the first female Apache. 

But .how pale is Casque @’Or’s glory, 
how insipid her exploits, 
light of the female Apache of 19086! 
of Helen: the history of Belleville re- 
cords no blood-thirsty exploit with knife 
or revolver, no blood-curdling deed of 
vengeancae, performed by hed hands: 
How different a figure is Chiffonnette, 
the terror of La Courtille!

Chiffonnette, who glories in the title of 
La ‘Reine de la Courtille, is a tall, 
brawny lass of twenty-three summers, 
and the equal of any male Apache in 
cunning and ferocious courage. She 
would be handsome, were it not for the 
fact that she has lost an eve. She ts 
tatooed like a red Indian and shows 
with pardonable pride the scars of half 
a hundred wounds received in fight with 
knife or revolver. She already has 
'@levén convictions to her credit, in spite 
of the fact that she is only just out of 
her teens; and {is both feared and en- 
vied as being absolutely reckless. She 
took atrocious revenge on her first 
sweetheart because he dared to deceive 
her. The wretched man, attacked in his 
sleep, was reduced by Chiffonnette to 
such a pitiable state that he had to 
epend six rnfonths In hospital. When he 
came out again, he asked Chiffonnette 
to marry him, vowing that if she re- 
fused, he would shoot her.

Types of Female Apaches. 


Chiffonnette, Casque d'Or, Pepe and 
Margot la Blonde are types of the fe- 
male Apaches walking the boulevards 
and streets of Paris today. Every now 
and then one reads that M. A. or Mme. 
B.. or a workman or wofk-girl, have 
been attacked at Belleville or Le Villette 
or Montmarte, or even on the Boulevard 
de Sebastopol by armed women, who, 
after brutatly f{l)l-treatine them, have 
robbed them for their jewelry and money. 

It will be asked how it is that the po- 
lice do not keep closer watch over these 
criminals, most of whom are known to 
them. The answer its a complex one. 
The detective force at the disposal of 
the prefect of police is only about four 
hundred men, and these are fully ocecu- 
pied in tracking down criminals for spe- 
cific crimes, prévention, so to speak, 
belng no part of their work. 

To add to the difficulties with which 
the police have to centend, the death 
penalty Is no longer enforced, although 
the chambers have not yet voted its 
suppresston, nor replaced jit by an equiv- 
alent, such as the Italian one of the 
ergastolo, or absohite seefusion. The con- 
soqguence is that an Apache, burglar or 
criminal, knowing that he does not risk 
his head, will now often kill his victNn, 
in order to suppress a witness of his 
crime, for he kngws that at the worst 
he will only e deported to New Cale- 
dcria. Thus ihe crinviral class appears 
to be getting out of hand in France, and 


this deplorable state of things can only 
favor the deveepment of the female 
Apache,

Used to Pour Destruction on 
Cities ef Great Britain. 


London, January |6.—Sir Hiram Max'm 
declared that the aeroplane, even in its 
present imperfect state, was a very ef- 
ficient military wéapon. The occasion 
was a lecture at the Society of Arts hy 
My. Stuart Bruce on mechanical flight. 

During the ditecussion Sir Hiram 
paid: 

“The Wright machine, with only a very 


little improvement, would be a very ef? 5 


ficient military weapon. Does anyone 
_doubt for a single moment that in case 
we should find. ourselves at war with 4 
strong continental power that such ma- 
chines would not be used for bombard- 
ing Bnglish towns from the continent? 

“A French engineer, who is in a posi- 
tion to know, and who has a thorough 
grasp of the subjeot, informed me only 
a short time ago that within one year 
a machine would be made in France 
that would fly from Paris to London 
without stopping. Such machines are 
certainly in the range of the possible, 
and when they come London can be at- 
tacked without encountering the dreaded 
British navy. 

“There is only ohe means of com- 
bating this danger, and that is to make 
| flying machines ourselves. The discov 
ery of gunpowder made a complete 
change in civilized warfare, but the 
‘change did not take place quickly, be- 
cause guns at that time were very dif- 
ficult to make with the tools and ap- 
pliances in existence. But at the pres- 
ent moment the toole and appliances 
are at hand, and the change will be 
quite as radical and a great deal quick- 
er than it was on the discovery of gun- 
powder. 

‘Vast sums of money wilh be pald by 
governments in the immediate future for 
military flying machines, and an oppor- 
tunity is now presented to wealthy 
men such as only occure once in & 
century. 

“TI have récently made drawings of an 
extremely light and powerful motor 
which will be much lighter for the pow- 
er developed than any motor hereto- 
fore made ang sti)]l will have a fair fac- 
tor of safety. This.is accomplished by 
iusing an especially strong steel and put- 
ting it where it will do the most good. 
It would appear to me that it would 
be a relatively simple matter to build 
successful flying machMes at the pres- 
ent moment, and a great deal of eé6x-~- 
perimenting is not necessary. 

“T am no longer a young man,” said 
Sir Hiram in conclusion, “but a very 
active 014 man still able to do an im- 
trense amount of work, and I am ready 
to put my shoulder to the wheel and do 
my level best to put this country at 
least abreast of any other country in 
the new science.” 

Major Baden-Powell said he was con- 
vinced from his own experience that 
within the next two or three years fly- 
ing through the air would be a com- 
mon thing. It was of the greatest im- 
portance from a military point of view 
that England should push along in this 
matter and develop the idea as its 
neighbors have shown it how to do.

“As to London’s pleasure,” he an- 
ewered, “Iook at her hotels, which 
have muitiplied so rapidly lately; their 
extravagance in flowers, wines, dress, 
ig only rivaled by stories of the luxu- 
rious east in barbaric times, or the 
carnival in the sensuous révival of the 
Renaissance. Think of the amount 
spent on pleasure in London in one 
night, in which almost all classes par- 
ticipate. A lady confessed to my sis- 
ter dinner, not long ago, that she 
never wore a dress under any circum- 
stances, that cost less than $350. It 
has recently been said that 640,000 a 
year for an English society ilady’s 
dresses is a very moderate allowance. 

Contempt for Humanity. 


“Then, again,” he ¢ontinued, “take 


London’s contempt for humanity. 
Where are men and women eo cheap? 
If you ask for a rise in wages you are 
at once told that if an advertisement 
is put in the papers tomorrow morning, 
there will be 250 men at least, as well 
educated as you, not to say better, 
clamoring at the doors to take your 
job at considerably less -monéy than 
you are now receiving. I have been 
living close at Walthamstow, which ig 
clerkdom, and a more tragto locality 
hardly exists in the world. It is the 
tragedy of silk-hatted, fnock-coated, 
silk-bloused respectability, supporting 
itself and its pitiful little villa on $450 
a year, haunted by the terror of sick- 
ness and the coming-on of the devitai- 
izing years. They dare not protest lest 
they shoulq lose the $450—and then, 
the abyss. 

“It {s generafly supposed, despite afi 
that you say against London,” I sug- 
gested, “that the English metropoms is 
the most charitable place in the wort. 
Have you any views on this point?” 

“Yes, London ig charitable,” was the 
response, “but it is philanthropy by 
Proxy. We give our money, not our- 
selves. We send subscriptions to chaeri- 
table {netitutions, but we would not for 
the life of us do the actual dietribut- 
ing. In all the ockurches—and I preach 
for all denominations—there is an !Ti- 
concealed dislike of the poor. ‘There 
are numbers of our great religious men, 
who give great sums to institutional 
churches and the like, who have made, 
and are stfll making, their money by 
underpaying their employees. At the 
cash desk they are business men: at the 
charitable organization meetings they 
are philanthropists. 


No Mercy for Men and Women.

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Paternalism HasBeen Fostered by 
Large Appropriation for” Secret | 
Agents — Chairman Tawney 
Decivives He Has Urged | 
Reform, for Years,

Washington,- January 16.—(Special.)— 
That. the secret service and private de- 
tective bureaus of the various executive 
departments’ have cost the ‘government 
$20,000,000 during the past seven years, 
or ‘since the accession of President 
Roosevelt; that’. paternalism “has. been 
rampant; and that detectives in the 
pay of the government have been used 
in a manner not authorizéd by. law, are 
among the statements made by mem- 


‘pers of.the committees of the two houses 


of congress recently named to look into 
the use and abuse of the secret service 
force. 

Representative Tawney, the. shasrenin 


and author of the resolution. passed on 
Saturday to investigate the secret ser- 
vice, was ‘not named on the committee 
by Speaker Cannon. Omly one member 
named. That 
was tepresentative Bowers,. democrat, 
‘jot _Mississippt. (Mr. Tawney could have 
had the chairmanship, but he was too 
busy. Judge Smith, of Iowa, was ‘also 
considered-for the place.» He could not 
accept ‘it. either. . Both: gentlemen were 
mentioned by name by President , Roose- 
Velt® in “his special message criticizing 
congress for having cut the appropria- 
Hon for the secret service. 

_ , 8,000 Private Detectives. 

‘So tiuch has been’ said about the 
‘secret’ .Bervice:-of the treasury ‘depart- 
ment,‘ that it i.might ‘be ‘supposed this 
was the -only:.force of ‘government 
Sleuths. 
force: in j Washington- is. composed. of 
Only sixty-seven men. There are, all 
told, 3,000 private detectives, special 
investigators and séoret agentes on the 
government pay rolls. 

This being true, the members of con- 
gress at first declared. their surprise at 
the attack of the president, and stated 
decide what it 
could mean, 

In gpeaking of the matter Mr. Tawney 
said: ‘ 

“In 1906 the total inspection force of 
the government included only !66 men 
ang@ the total sum expended ‘or such 
service in that year was about $b,300,- 
. Now, as I have said, there are 
more than 3,000 men employed by the 
government for such work, and the 
total annual expenditure is more than 
$10,000,000. I and other members of 
the appropriations committee are anx- 
lous to know something of this service, 
the way the money ‘is spent—most of 
it being appropriated by the lump sum 
method—and what services. are ren- 
dered in exchange for such compensa- 
tion. We have no information at hand 
bearing on these matters, and I have 
been unable, after’ attempting’ to do go 
for four years, to learn anything ade- 
quate or satisfactory astothe details of 
such service. That is why this resolu- 
tion was prepared and. introduced.’’

The bill increases the selaries of cit- 
cult judges to $10,000 a year, and the 
salaries of district judges to. $9,000 a 
year. These judges now receive $7,000 
and $6,000 respectively. , It cuts off the 
present allowance for traveling ex- 
penses and per diem when conducting 
court: outside of the home city of the 
jude. OS 

This bill has been approved by bar as- 
soclations and commercial bodies all 
over the country. (‘The two Georgia sen- 
ators have received numerous formal 
resolutions from such bodies in Atlanta, 
Savannah and other Georgia cities, 
coupled with the request that they sup- 
port the measure. "Senator Bacon fe a 
member of the judiciary — committee 
which has favorably passed upon. the 
Dill. .

- That federal judges, if ‘worthy of their 
exalted office, are entitled ‘to er in- 
creased salaries specified in the bill,

Case of Judge Swayne. 

The impeachment trial of Judge 
Charles Swayne, of Fiorida,,begun in 
the senate in December, 1904, was based 
mainly upon his action in having made 
false representations as to his traveling 
expenses and the per diem allowance 
due him. 

This isan exceptional case, but it will. 
serve to show one reason why the senate 
committee was induced to approve 4n 
increase in judges’ salaries—to removeé 
the temptation from the pathway of men 
upon whom rests the safety and security 
of the whale people, the judges of the 
courts. 

Judge Swayne was judge of the dis- 
trict court of#the United States for the 
‘northern district of Florida. The chief 
of the high crimes and misdemeanors 
charged to him in the articles of im- 
peachment was this: 

That at Waco, Texas, on April 30, !897, 
he presented to United States Marshal R- 
M. Love a false| claim against the gov- 
ernment for $230, and made use of @ 
false certificate to secure the money. 

Under the law Judge Swayne, wag ¢n- 


for travel and attendance upon court 
outside of his district, the amount not 
to exceed $10 per diem. ‘The articles 
of impeachment charged that in claim- 
ing his reasonable expenses for travel 
and attendance upOn court at Tyler, 
Tex., for twenty-four days and seven 
days traveling to and from Tyler, Tex., 
were $10 a day, he certified falsely. 

A similar charge was made in regard 
to the $410 received by Judge Swayne 
for going to Tyler, Tex.; to hold court 
in 1903. 

He was also charged with having ap- 
propriated for his own use a car, fur- 
nished him by receivers he had ap- 
pointed to take charge of the Jackson- 
ville, Tampa and Key West rallroad, 
which was stocked and 
furnished for the trip, traveled with bis 
family and some. friends from Guyer- 
court, Del., to Jacksonville, Mla. For 
the use of this private car and sup- 
Plies Judge Swayne sent to the receiv- 
ers of the road no négotiable paper of 
any description. 

Later he used a car furnished by the 


self and family from Jacksonville, Fila., 
to California. Neither was there any 
remittance tor this service. 


Party Vote Saves Swayne. 


In explanation of his action in 
paying for the use of the car, the 
vices of a conductor and porter and 
provisions supplied. for the trip, said 
the property was in the hands of a fre- 
ceiver appointed by him, and he had 
the right to make use of the road’s. 
facilities. 

By a strictly party vate Judge Swayne 
was’ saved from impeachment by the 
republican senators. The vote on each 
of the twelve articles of impeachment 
showed less than a two-thirds majority 
youre “guilty.” -.

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Tokio, Japan—(Special Correspond- 
ence.)—Have just returned from an in- 
terview with Prince Yamagata, one of 
the greatest generals and statesmen 
of the past half century. What Voh 
Moltke was to Germany and Grant to 
the United States, Prince Yamagata has 
been to Japan. In .many respects he 
has been even more. He was practi- 
cally the originator of ‘the Japanese 
army, the man whose, organizing mili- 
tary ability has made it one of the 
most formidable fighting machines of 
the world. The story of his life. has 
been wrapped up in the new Japan, and 
he and Prince Ito and one or two oth- 
ers are ail that now remain of the 
links which bind the old feudal times 
to the up-to-date live activities of our 
western civilization. 

Prince Yamagata in 1900. 


It was at.his home in the suburbs 
overlooking Tokio that I met General 
Yamagata by appointment this morn- 
ing. My aud®ence had been arranged 
through, letters of introduction from 
Baron Takahira, the Japanese ambassa- 
Gor at. Washington, and his highness 
was ready to receive me. His son-in- 
law, Mr. Shuichi Hagiwara, acted as 
intenpreter, and for an hour the fa- 
mous genera] talked most interestingly 
about. army matters and of the posi- 
tion which Japan now holds as to the 
rest of the world. ; 


ee 


was acting. as the war minister at 


. about » the «time. that General Grant 


ended his term as president of the 
United States, and after that held many 
civil, as well as military, positions. He 
aided’ in organizing the government, 
and has several times been at the head 
of it as premier. He attended the cor- 
onation of the czar in 1696, and then 
brought back the treaty with Russia, 
which goes by his name. He was for 
atime commander in chiefrof the army 
of Japan in its war with China, and 
Was made chief of the general staff 
during the war with Russia. 
Japan and the United States. 


With a record. ike this one would 
imagine that Generfl Yamagata would 
be an advocates of military aggrandize- 
ment and that his voice would favor 
the pushing of Japan to the front as a 
military nation. I did not find him so. 
When I asked him whether there was 
any feeling here in favor of a war 
with the United States, he replied: 

“No, there ts nothing of the kind. We 
do not want war with any nation, and 
most certainly not with our old friend, 
the United States. On the other hand I 
* eae believe that there is any such 
sentiment in your country against ours. 

“We Japanese have always ‘looked 
upon you as our great and good friend. 
You are a sort of mother country to us. 
The Japan of today is a child’ of Amer!i- 
ca. It was you who opened our ports 
to the world, and it was from your

let me tell you 


this great Japanese general looks, and . 


a bit as to his higtory. He is now 70 
years of age, but is as straight as an 
arrow, and his mind is as clear as it 
was when, as captain of the Choshu 
Clan, he fought against the Shogun in- 
vasion more than forty years ago. He 
is tall for a Japanese, is slender and 
wiry, and so gentle and quiet in his 
manner .and conversation that one’ 
would néver imagine that his life had 
been that of a minister of war, an 
organizer of armies and a genera) in 
command. 

Prince’ Yamagata was born at just 
about the time Andrew Jackson left te 
presidency of the United States. He 


‘ ‘was sixteen years oh when Commodore 


Perry presented the letters he brought 
here from President Filmore, and made 
the treaty which opened Japan to the 
world, and he was a man of thirty at 
the time the emperor was brought out 
of his seclusion to be 
new Japan. At that time he had al- 
ready made a military reputation, and 
soon thereafter he was appointed major 
general, and then minister of war.

lit. “Do you think a big army a neces- 


sity in these modern times?’ 

“As your president has said, the best 
‘guarantee of any nation against war is 
'the fact that that nation is prepared 
lfor war if it should come. This we 
case, and I see the 
United States believes likewise, for it 
is now talking of increasing its army 
and navy.” 

‘Will the time ever come when war 
will be done away with? When such 
peace conferences as that of The Hague 
will settle all international difficulties 
by arbitratfon and conciliation?” 

“Yes, I think so, but that time wil 
be distant. When all the nations of 
the world are equally civilized and they 
j}have united in their efforts to benefit 
themselves and humanity as well we 
may. be able to dispense with our great 
farmies. I hope such a day will some 
time come.” | 

Flying Machines in War. 


“How about the new invention in 
modern warfare? May they not be so 
terrfble that a small nation might de- 
stroy a. great one?” 

“Yes, I can imagine inventions which 
would meke. warfare mean annihilia- 
tion. Some of the new explosives are 
terribly destructive.

“There is.no such thing asa yellow 
peril,” replied Prince Yamagata, ‘‘and 
mo reason why Japan should be 80 
assoeiated with China in the minds of 
the west. The chief difference between 
the nations of the west and ours is 
that of color. We have the same am- 
bitions along the lines of civilization, 
and the same desires toward the better- 
ment of mankind and of the world. 
There is no reason why we should be 
sét off aside by ourselves. s 

“As to China,”’-his highness continued, 
“what it will be in the future I cannot 
predict, except to say that in the past 
its power has been greatly overestimat- 
ed, and that today it is in no position 
To have a war with any great nation. 
At ‘the time of the Chino-Japanese war 
there was generally supposed to be in 
the neighborhood of one million troops 
in China. Li Hung Chang had 60,000 
men, who were reported .to be well 
equipped and trained by German offi- 
cers, and he had also 300,000 soldiers 
in the north. Upon investigation we 
found that a great number of these men 
were enrotied only that their pay might 
be taken by the officers. They had no 
existence, except as men of straw, and 
both army and equipment were of a ow 
order. It wil] bé a long time before 
China can put a great army fnto the 
field. As I look at it, the Chinese em- 
pire today has very, little strength in 
Itself, and its existence 9s a nation and 


its preservation as such depends upon 


the great powers of the world, who 
are interested {n keeping it independ- 
ent.”’

Schoolboy Soldiers. 


Since this talk with Prince Yamagata, 
IT have visited many of the schools to 
see the material which Japan is now 
working up into‘her soldiers of the fu- 
ture... Every boy in the empire is now 
undergoing military drill. The law pro- 
vides that all the schools shal] be 
equipped with guns and knapsacks, and 
the pupils are regularly trained by an 
army officer. Every school has its drill 
hall and exercising grounds: and rain or 
shtne the boys go through their march- 
ing. I see them in the etreets, tramping 
along with their guns on their shoulders 
and their knapsacks on their backs. They 
are taken to see the army maneuvers, 
and officers are especially appointed to 
explain what is going on. ‘The children 
are taught that jt is their duty to fight 
and die for their country, and they 
have school songs in honor of the heroes 
of Japan. Almost every school teacher 
has been fn the army at one t!me or an- 
other, and there is a six-week service 
which has een especially created for 
the teachers of the primary schools. 
During this time they are made to go 
through the regular training of the ordi- 
nary soldiers, and are then disbanded.

Every Japanese a Soldier. 


As it is now, every Japanese ts a sol- 
dier. Service in the army is universal 
and compulsory. Every boy is expected 
to enter the army at seventeen, although 
he is not required to perform active 
service until he is twenty.. He then 
serves off and on until he is forty. At 
the emperor’s call, the whole nation 
might be put into the field, although 
there are some exemptions. The only 
son of an indigent parent over 60 years 
of age may stay at home, and there are 
certain exceptions as to Japanese living 
in foreign countries. There are a few 
young men of the hfgher cireles who 
have to eerve only one year in the ranks, 
after which they may be enrolled as 

0 tssioned officers. Such men, 
however, must possess an education 
equal to that of the graduates of the 
middle schools. 

The service expected fromt every man 
is at regular intervals from the ages of 
20 to 40, and this service is such that 
the greater body of the people may be 
made ready for active war at any time,

A Nation of Fighters, 


From this it will be seen that the 
Japanese are a nation of fighters, and 
that in a war with them the whole peo- 
Ple myst be taken into account.

Russia the women worked almost: day 
and night to add to’ the army funds, 
and they frequently expressed their re- 
gret that they could not go to the field. 
I ‘had a talk the other.-day with-an 
American professor who has beef teach- 
ing in the Japanese schools at  Shizno- 
ka, one of the largest cities tetween 
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said she feared Japan would finally pethe idea of paying the country’s debt 


defeated. Upon this one little Japanese 
irl burst out: ‘Oh, no. Japan will 
never be defeated, for when the men are 
all killed we girls will take the guns 
and fight for the emperor.’ 

Japan’s War Fund. 


“At the time of the war Japan had a 
serious problem to face,’’ continued the 
professor. ‘“‘Sheehad her standing army 
of g00,000 men, who were all sent to 
the . field. Then the reserves ‘were 
called out, numbering hundreds of 
thousands more. All of these came 
from the ranks of industry. They were 
taken from the farms and factories, 
from the workshops and gardens. The 
population here is comparatively small, 
and it was a question how the war 
could go on and the factories not stop 
and fhe fields not be uncultivated, This 
question was solved by the people 
jumping in @md sacrificing themselves 
without pay. The men in the mills 
worked overtime to make up the loss 
of the force which had been called off 
to war. In many cases their overtime 
wages were given to the families of the 
soldiers. The farmers, cierks and. me- 
chanics combined together to till the 
lands left vacant. Often they worked 
at night, and sometimes together in 
gangs. The children worked after 
school hours to help the families of 
soldiers, and in some places farms 
were let out free to soldiers’ families 
and capital was subscribed for them. 
In ons village the families of the men 
absent at the war were given the 
monopoly of seliing matches and soap, 
and in others they had like privileges. 
Many landlords remitted rent to such 
people, and the doctors treated their 
sick without charge. A reilef associa- 
tion with a capital of a million dollars 
was then formed to support the widows 
and orphans of soldiers. The Red Cross 
Society, which was so efficient in the 
hospitals and on the field, was sup- 
ported by all the people. That society 
has a million members, and one in 
every forty-five of the Japanese popu- 
lation belongs to it and has pledged 
himself to pay $1.50 for ten years to- 
ward its maintenance. The Japanese 
Red Cross Society was organized with

Small Bonds Owned in Japan.

Berlin’s High Income Is $770,000.

_ 'Berlin.—The latest tax statistics report 
that the biggest individual income of a 
Berliner amounts to $770,000 per annum, 
{on which he pays taxes to the state 
amounting to $37,500. Thirteen  Ber- 
lirer’s pay income tax on $250,000 per 
years, while 500 individuals pay taxes on 
an income between $26,000 and $50,000 
per year. That these personal revenues 
are exceptional is proved by the fact that 
there are 565,000 individuals and fami- 
lies in Berlin whose monthly income 
does not exceed or is below $18.75.

It ig nothing unu@#ual for the larger 
circuses to carry thirty and forty chil- 
dren, ranging all the way from mere 
bables to boys and girls of 16 and iI6 
yearg of age. The majority are travel- 
ing with their parents, both the father 
and mother doing daily duty itn the ring, 
and while often they are trained oO 
follow in the steps of their elders they 
are seldom allowed to perform in public, 

itis acommon belief among circug 
men that the performer whose training 
is not started until after the age of 6 
will seldom make a distinctive record. 
Following the afternoon show I often 
Saw groups of boys, some of whom 
could not have been over 4 and 5 years 
old, practicing rudimentary somersaults 
and nd-springs, while their parents 
looked on with a gratified smile.

Ig Europe has furnished the bulk of 
the equestrian and acrobatic feats of 
the circus ring, American ingenuity has 
produced the daring mechanical ‘“spe-

This is paid to 
the inventor, who often secures a young 
woman foolhardy enough for his pur- 
pose for $40 or $60 a week. 
Practically the same remarks apply 
to the other mechanical specialties of 
the modern circus program, all unknown 
half a dozen years ago.

Adair, Jr. 

The newspaper was called the “New- 
port Mercury,” and bears date of Tues-

Reserve Die Hard

Which to Acquire Lands 
for Forest Reserve.

Spite the opposition of Chairman Scott,

}house, they are still hopeful of making 
a start, 

Mr. Scott has taken the position, con- 
trary to the accepted belief, that for- 
ests and stream flow have no relation; 
that wooded slopes and navigable 
rivers ‘have no connection with: each 
other; that floods and drouth are not’ 
affected by the verdure on watersheds. 

But the zealous advocates who are 
heping to wee several mililons of acres 
im the Appalachian and White moun- 
tains set aside as forest reserves have 
not despaired. Not a bit of ft. They 
are now urging this alternative to the 
plan of acquiring the land outright: 


Please be 


Let the government appropriate di- 
rect $100,000 a year for fire protection 
on these watersheds. That ts the first 
step towards preserving the forests, for 
if the forests are destroyed the prob- 
lem becomes infinitely greater. 

The next step is to secure the ap- 
prcpriation of the proceeds from the 
use of the national forests, which 
amounted the past year to $1,500,000. 
This money to be used to gradually 
acquire the land desired. as forest re- 
serves. A commission, to consist of 
members of both houses, appointed by 
the speaker and the vice president, will 
have the final say as to whether or not 
any specified tract of land shall be 
purchased. The geological survey and 
the department of agréculture, as they 
make investigations and surveys of 


the land in question, will report to this 


commission. 

Representative Lever, of South Caro- 
lina, who is the author of a forest re- 
serve bill, is hopeful of the new Plan 
being put through. He said today that 
members who would oppose a lump 
Sum appropriation are inclined to favor 
this plan by which the lana could be 
acquired gradmally, 

The compromise measure outlined 
above combines suggestions cortained 
in bills already introduced by Messrs. 
Lever, Currier, of New ffampshire; 
‘Weeks, of Massachusetts, and Scott, of 
Kansas- Chairman Scott ig expected 
to approve of this scheme.

To Novelize or Nott 


The refusal of Gangwiil to novelize his 
strong play, “The Melting Pot,” has | 
precipitated ahew the raging controversy : 
anent the ethics and the art of this | 
now common practice 

Novelizations, except in lone m- 
stances, have not been strikingly suc- 
cessful.” The playwright, with enougn 
knowl¢dge-of technique to get his pro- 
duction accepted, is rather apt to ac- 
centuate that theatrical device which 
depends: upon the human voice and the 
human posture for the telling effect of 
dialogue or a given stftuation. 

So it often transpires that when an 
unusually strong play is “written

Afraid of Beasts. 


Mr. Kipling’s “Jungle Play” will 
likely be produced in London the pres- 
ent winter, despite the action of tnt 
timid theatrical manager who, some 
time ago, fearful of introducing 4 
“beast play,” slid out of Ris engage 
ment with the author. 

Considering how much real morality 
can be put into a beast play, and how 
much of the beast into some of the 
plays posing as moral, the objection ap- 
pears rather fine-spun. 


Books That Pay Best. 

The financial depression of last year 
aid not materially affect the HEnglist 
market for books.

It was also moted that the clever de- 
tective story, if plausibly constructed, 
attracted a steady andience, though not 
so large @ one as the other classes of 
books,

Inside History of the Scheme. 


The inside history of the whole | 
scheme—one of the biggest and clever- | 
est ever put up, it is said in Wall street 
—is in brief as follows: 

Brazil produces nearly 90 per cent 
of the coffee drunk in this country. 
Practically all of the Brazilian coffee 
used here is grown in the State of Sao 
Paulo. There was an enormous crop 
in Sao Paulo in 1901. It demoralized 
trade. Early in 1906 there were indica- 
tions that Sao Paulo would produce an- 
other bumper crop, with the probability | 
that the market would again be glutted | 
and prices reduced to a ruinous level. 
The State of Sao Paulo decided to 
“valorize’—in effect, to equalize the 
market prices, by buying and_ storing 
the surplus crop. The idea back of the 
scheme was that lean years would fol- 
low fat ones and that the stored berries 
could then be fed into the worlkd’s maw 
judiciously wand prices maintained.

Shrinkage 
and storage charges and other expenses 
began to eat in measurably and trouble 
was ahead. The Brazillan government 
thereupon came to the aid of Sao Paulo 
and agreed to assume that state’s ‘‘val- 
onization” debt and also to float the 
whole scheme on its own account. 

Herman Sijelcken, the millionaire cof- 
fee importer of New York, is credited 
valorization scheme, and it is said he 
was largely instrumental in inducing 
the Brazilian national government to 
assume the plan. Accordingly, the orig- 
inal indebtedness of Sao Paubo, against 
which the excess coffee had been put up 
as collateral, was refunded, through the 
Rothschilds, Schroeders and other for- 
eign bankers. 


Bonds Issued by Brazil.

THE WORK BEING DONE 


Berry School at Rome Celebrates 7th 
Annivereary of its Founding. 
From All Points of the South 
Letters of Praise Are 
Being Received, 


By Rebt,. H. Adama, A. M., Principal. 


Rome, Ga, January !6.—(Special.)— 
The Berry echoo! celebrated, on the 
13th of thie month, the seventh anni- 
versary of ite founding. This occasion, 
DSesides marking the completion of seven 
years of successful work in a difGcult 
and almost untried field, should have a 
more than local interest, in view of the 
prominence which the school has at- 
tained In so short a fime and the some- 
what remarkable part which it has 
Played in recent educational develop- 
ments in the south. It is a part which 
perhaps mot many Georgians, except 
those who keep in close touch with 
progress along educational! lines, realize. 

The Berry school represents a serious, 
and thus far apparently successful, at- 
tempt to adapt modern education to the 
needs of the boys and young men in 
the mountains and rural districts of 
this and neighboring’ states, who, 
Otherwise, would be without opportunity 
fo obtain a good education. 

The Beginning of the School. 

On Sunday afternoon, about eleven 
years ago, Miss Martha Berry was sit- 
ting at the door of a little log cabin 
on her home place, when, seeing a few 
children from the homes of the tenants 
on neighboring farms playing beneath 
the trees, she found that they did not 
go to Sunday school, for the simple 
reason that there was no school to 
which they could go. So shé told them 
some stories, and promised more of the 
same sort if they would come hack next 
Sunday. They came, and continued to 
come, bringing others with them—even 
their fathers and mothers—until the 
cabin could not hold the number who 
came. Then a_e small frame school 
house was built near by, in which both 
day and Sunday school was conducted; 
for Miss Berry had found that the chil- 
dren generally, and often their parents, 
could neither read nor write. 

Riding about the “flatwoods,” as the 
surrounding country is known locally, 
in search of pupils for the school, Miss 
Berry found that the need was as great 
in other sections of the county, and she 
soon established or revived three other 
schools; one at "Possum Trot,. away 
back at the foot of Lavender mountain;

THE GROWING ROLL OF SUICIDES. 


Statistics of suicides are rather startling when considered in a lump sum. 

The average reader of a newspaper notes a suicide only now and then, 
yet, according to The Chicago Tribune, the total number of suicides recorded 
in the public press of the United States during the year 1908 was 10,852, an 
average of almost thirty each day! 

The suicide roll of the last ten years has sprung up by frequent big leaps. 
In 1899, in the United States, 5,340 persons killed themselves. The record 
of 1900 showed an increase of nearly 1,500, and so it goes upward, each year 
showing an increase over that preceding—an increase wholly out’ of propor- 
tion to the growth in population.’ : 

While our population has increased 10 per cent, or slightly more, self- 
destruction has increased nearly 100 per ¢ent. : 

Rusiness depression figutes as the most prolific cause of suicide, while 
domestic infelicity and disappointments in love, generally looked upon as one 
of the foremost causes of self-destruction, figured in‘less than 1,300 cases. 
Despondency is given as the cause in 5,318 cases, insanity in 810, domestic 
infelicity in 778, ill health 718, business depression 632, liquor 536,. disap- 
pointment in love 519, and unknown 1,541. 

The pistol was the favorite instrument of the mortal coil shufflers, 3,102 
having gone by that route, while poison took off 2,735, asphyxiation 1,936, 
hanging 1,04 drowning 1,004, throat cutting 825, and the others went by 
various routes, intluding leaping from roofs, throwing themselves in front 
of engines, and, in one case, even by self-imposed starvation. 

All ‘the moralizing in which Christianity and common sense have in- 
dulged upon the subject seems to have produced no effect.

Any competent physician will bear witness of the probability of the preva- 
lence of other malaaies, unsuspected by parents and teachers, ergdicated or 
ameliorated with equal ease and working approximate havoc with the present 
health and the future possibilities cf young Atlantans. 

This is passing by as conceded the question of the elimination or the re- 
striction of communicable disease.

Difficulties Created by Legislative Oversight in Framing 
New Registration Law—Convict Who Saved 
$800—Gossip at the Capitol.

| ‘Whe annual report: of Secretary 0° 
State Philip Cook will show a consid- 
erable falling off in ¢he number of new 
projected~- railroad enterprises during 
1908 as compared with previous years, 
partioularly those just preceding, just 
as a material decrease has already 
been shown in the number of banks 
chartered and their capitalization. 

The slump in railroad enterprises is 
considered due principally to the finan- 
cial depression following the panic, 
which made it difficult to get money 
upon anything but an absolutely gilt- 
edge industrial proposition. 

During the year 1906 Georgia charter- 
ed thiNy-seven distinet and separate 
lines of.railroad, many of which are 
now in process of construction, and 
some of which have been practically 
completed. The chartered mileage of 
that year was 2,775, and the authorized 
capital stook $9,710,000. 

In 1907 there were fifteen railroads 
chartered, with a total mileage of '!,- 
381 miles, and capitalization of $17,- 
166,000. These included the Atlanta, 
Macon and Albany electric lines, the 
nancial end of which {is now being ar- 
ranged. 

In 1908 only twelve new lines were 
chartered, with a-total mileage of only 
2476 miles, and capitalization of $i,- 
810,000. Most of these are short lines, 
designed to furnish railroad service in 
counties and sections now practically 
without it. 

The railroads chartered in’ 1908, with 
principal office, length and amount of 
capital, are as follows:.

The New Registration Law. 


Owing to legislative oversight, the 
validity of all special elections which 
may have to be held in’ Georgia prior tc 
the next general election in !I9!10 are 
likely to ibe seriously jeopardized. * 
This grows out of the fact that under 
the new registration .law, in effect this 
year, the only provision made with ref- 
erence to the closing of the registra- 
tion books is that they shall be closed 
eix months in advance of the next gen- 
eral electign. There is no provision 
whatever for closing them or making 
registration lists for any special elex- 
tion which may have to be held prior 
to the general election In October, 19/0. 

Special elections after that time are 
specifically provided for, and once a 
general election is held’ there will be no 
@fficulty. The legislature will, of 
course, have to amend the Maw s0 as 
to correct this error when it meets this 
stmmer, but in the meantime, between 
now and July |, all such special elec- 
tions are left unprovided for, hence 


Yunprotected by law. 


The attorney general has suggested 
that between now and July’! special 
elections may be held under the old 
registration law and by use of the reg- 
istration lists of 1908, which were made 
up under the old law; but even this is 
admitted to be a doubtful proceeding, 
and ft is questioned whether it would 
stand the test of the.courts should oc- 
casion arise to test ft. 

The gravest danger, it appears, will 
arise in the case of cities, towns and 
counties which are preparing to vote 
on bond issues during the first six 
months of this year. It ts a question 
whether a legal bond election can be 
held under the new registration law 
during this period, except in the case 
of such cities as: have specific charter 
provisions giving them the right to 
conduct their own registration and elec- 
tions. 

In the case of Atlanta doubt has been 
dispelled by the interpretation put upon 
the city’s charter, which gives it the 
right to conduct its local elections un- 
der its own rules and regulations, 
though the city has been using the 
state registration lists ever since thie 
present law has been in effect. This 
was done, however, merely as a matter 
of economy and convenience, as it en- 
abled the city to procure accurate reg- 
istration expeditiously and without the 
expense of providing the machinery for 
the purpose. 

But comparatively few cities in the 
state have such charter provisions 
Most towns and all counties are with- 
out it. In its absence, therefore, bond 
elections will be extremely doubtfu’, 
if not altogether out of the question.

TRICK BIDDING CAUSES 
CHICAGO TO LOSE MONEY 


How the City Was Done Out of 
Thousands by Shrewd 
Contractors. 


Chicago, January 16.—Commissioner 
of Public Work Hanberg has discovered 
that within the year the city paid or 
contracted to pay $315,111! ‘for street 
repair work, whereas, if it had accepted 
another bid the total cost would have 
been $218,610. 

What makes it worse for the com- 
missioner’s feelings is that most of the 
money comes out of the wheel tax re- 
ceipts, with which Mayor: Busse desired 
to make the best showing possible. 

Such a. state of affairs is a result of 
probably the oldest trick known to 
street paving work. It was so trans- 
parent in this case that it would seem 
that the bid of the winning contractor 
would, on its face, have been a danger 
flag to every one concerned. But the 
bid went through, and the city is out 
$9650! as a consequence. Moreover, 
the law. department can offer the com- 
missioner no hope or help. ; 

The trick consisted in a composite 
bid, of bidding low on one item and 
high on another, so as to make the 
average lower than that of competitors. 
But the low bid is one on which litle 
work is done, and the high bid is for 
work on which a great al is done, 
with the result that when the bills 
come in the supposed low bidder re- 
ceives far more money than would have 
to be paid in case the bids had been 
divided and the contract awarded the 
low men in each class. The trick has 
been worked more than once in the 
city hall, and the courts have held that 
as long as the work was done the city 
must pay according to the terms of its 
contract. , 


There Was No Bombardment. 


Hamburg, January 16.—The Woerman line, 
whose steamers, Mara Woerman and Hen- 
rietta Woerman, are reported to have been 
fired on off the Liberian coast, issued a 
statement today in which it declared that 
“there was no question of “a bombardment.’’

In June, 1906, an effort was made 
to ~«move restrictions from the sale ?f 
Kickapoo Indian lands in Oklahoma. 
The latter had been allotted to them in 
1604 by the United States government, 
giving the Indians the use and OoOcc'- 
pancy for twenty-five years, at the end 
of which time the Indians would re- 
celwe patents ih fee simple. These 
lands were among the most valuabie 
tn Oklahoma. 

An effort was made by congress ‘¢ 
take off the restrictions for sale by prv- 
vision in the Indian appropriation Dill of 
1906. Many of the Indians had removed 
to Musqueh, Mex., where they had been 
five years. It is said that a number Of 
land speculators came immediately from 
Oklahoma to Musqueh and Eagie Pass 
and sought to secure deedg from the 
Indians. It is also alleged that the 
Indians were suppHed with wine, and 
failing to secure deeds in this way, 
the Indians were arrested by Mexican 
officials, who ha. them Incarcerated 
while a number of deeds were placed %n 
fille in Oklahoma, where the lands are 
located. 

The United States“government charges 
that the deeds were secured by forgery 
and fraud. The senate committee re- 
quested the attorney general to procesd 
jagainst the parties for the recovery 
of the lands.. One hundred and thirty 
suits were filed in the United States 
circuit court for the western district otf 
Okjahoma, which are now pending. The 
senate committee also requested crimi- 
nal prosecutions.

& vessel whose executive officer was 
in most cts a very able man. Dis- 
c{pline in neral was admirable. In 
arranging for shore leave of the en- 
listed men, however, he managed so to 
arrange matters, strange as !{t may 
Seem, that tt was possible for a man in 
an inferior conduct grade to get more 
liberty than one of the best behaved 
men. This was, of course, entirely un- 
natural and came about from a combi- 
nation of two separafe systems. The 
reason was that naval regulations com- 
pelled the giving of at least a certain 
amount of shore leave to men tn the 
second grade, while the system he was 
using actually allowed less to a mar 
in the first grade. The result was that 
In a short time the bulk of the men 
were In the second conduct grade, where 
they could get the most liberty. At a 
later date, on another ship. the erecu- 
tive officer was an extremely able man, 
who had studied this question more 
carefully, and wae a great believer in 
making it worth while for the man to 
behave themselves and keep {n a high 
conduct grade. He so arranged mat- 
ters that if any man behaved himself 
sufficiently well and did all his work 
with high efficiency he could have an 
unusual amount of Mberty. The result 
was that this ship had more than half 
its crew in what is known as the “spe- 
cial first class,”” far and away the 
largest percenthge that ever came un- 
der my observation.

No. I—Agriculture in 


So much has appeared in the public 
press within the few years upon the 
above subject that it really requires 
some boldness upon my part to come be- 
fore ghe public in an article with this 
heading. I trust, however, that the im- 
portance of the subject’ will prove of 
sufficient excuse. 

While the subject of this paper will 
doubtless appeal more directly to ths 
teachers, yet I trust that all who are in 
any way engaged in agricultura) pur- 
sults will find in the succeeding words 
something thet will in a measure repay 
them for the time gpent in perusing. 

Lest some may be deceived, let me. 
confess right in the deginning that I, 
have never taught agriculture or ang- 
thing else in what is ordinarily known 
as the “common school” My teaching 
experience has been with older children, 
My Grst scholars were young men from 
16 to 21 years of age, Gressed in tha! 
gray uniforms of my aimaamater. Frosn 
this I ‘was promoted to the teaching of 
the grandest body of students that God 
ever created. As an 4@saistant in the 
Farmers’ Cooperative Demonstration 
Work it was my privilege to teach boyg 
whose ages varied from. |€@ to.60 yéars, 
and their uniform consisted chiefly of 
jeans. Instead of these boys meeting 
me in a class room, we used for our 
temple of learning their own farms. 
Qur dlackboards have been nature’g re- 
Sponsive bosem, and the problems we 
have solved upon them have not been 
worked out with chalk, but with the 
plow and hoe. 

These are not abstract problems, but 
very concrete, and the answers we ob- 
tained, while [I confess they left us 
rather uncertain as to how many times 
the diameter would enter into the cin 
cumference, yet were always convincing 
and seemed to me to be very satisfac- 
tory to my pupils as they jingled the 
increased dollars in their pockets. 

But I doubt if the methods I have 
found satisfactory with these older 
boys would prove suitable for the boys 
and girls of commen’ schools. There 
fore, I am not going to make the Mis- 
take of attempting to.tell those teachers, 
many of whom have given their dest 
years and thoughts to the problem, how 
to teach. I will content myself with giv- 
ing a brief idea of some of the ‘things 
that can be taught if we are to have ag- 
riculture in our common schools,

Your lives have 
been too busy, and you have had to as- 
gimilate Knowledge of too varied & 
character to be able to call yourselves 
scientists. Yet, without being scientists, 
how are you to master and teach a 8ci- 


ence? 
Not for Kindergarten. . 

But I believe your fears are ground- 
less. If science, in its generally accepted 
sense, is requisite in teaching agricul- 
ture in the common s@hool, then this 
effort will come to naught, for you can- 
not teach that kind of science to the 
infant and untrained mind. The chil- 
dren whom you teach not only have not 
had that training, but, as a rule, are 
not sufficiently advanced along the 
pathway of knowledge to enable them 19 
benefit thereby. This belfef that all 
agricultural &nowledge must be scien- 
tifice—that before a farmer can properly 
feed a cow, grow a stalk of corn or a 
boll of cotton, he must know of what 
protein or carbodydrates are com posed— 
ig one of the millstones that hangs 
around the neck of the agriculturs} 
progress of this country. It has pre- 
vented many a hard-working farmer 
from reaping from the magnificent work 
of the various experiment stations the 
benefits that should have been his. 

To the average mind scientific agri- 
culture and farming are two distinct and 
separate things. We forget that after all, 
all that the scientist does is to discover 
a very old thing—one of nature’s laws. If 
that discovery is applicable to the farm, 


I} then, to be of any use, it must’be put 


into practice. 

A study of scientific agriculture, 
therefore, is nothing but the gaining of 
more knowledge of nature's laws. These 
your children have been studying and 
learning ever since they came into the 
world. The little tot, who, while crawl- 
ing around the floor has learned by 
painful’ experience not to place its hand 
upon a hot stove, has learned so diffi- 
cult a problem as is the majority of 
those involved in every-day agriculture. 
I trust that I have said enough to re- 
move some of the mystery with which 
the study of agriculture is so often sur- 
rounded in some of our minds. If so, 
we will now give our attention to a4 
few of the fundamental facts that can, 
and must be, taught, if our teaching of 
agriculture is to be of any service, 
While I am sure we are all more or 
less familiar with them, yet it can do 
no harm to have them brought.to our 
attention. 

As the soil is the foundation of all 
farming, no matter what the plant, it 
is but right that we should first talk 
about the soil. | 

Physical geography teaches that soil 
is disintegrated rock. Place a small por- 
tion of even the finest soil under a 
microscope of sufficient power, and it 
will look Uke an ordinary rock pile, 
and, in many instances, one can even 
tell of what sort the roeks are. There 
are a great variety of rocks, and, asa 
consequence, there is @ great variety of 
soils—depending upon the kind of rock 
they are derived from, and the complete- 
ness with which this disintegration has 
been carried on. 

Agencies Forming Soils, 


When we come to the consideration ot 
the agents that tore to pieces and de- 
molished and ground t@ power alike, 
the softest sandstone, and the hardest 
granite, we find @m numerous. In 
this destruction of the rocks, the 
changes of temperature have had an 
important part. The tremendous power 
of water in passing from the solid to 
the liquid state, has demolished many 
an adamantine boulder. Then, seizing 
the smaller stones, this same agency 
has put them through the rist mill 
of its onrushing streams, an thrown 
them into the sea or to some quiet nook, 
as a fine powder. 


Carbonic acid and oxygen, nature’s 


We have thus geen briefly and in the 
most superficial manner how soils are 
being formed. Let us now take the prod- 
uct of this rock decomposftion and see, 
if we can, of what it is composed. Since 
rocks vary very greatly in their charac- 
ter we are not surp to find that 
there are scarcely any two samples of 
soi] of exactly the same composition. 
The substances most frequently found 
in soils are silica, oxide of iron, lime 
magnesia, acikis (various), soda, potash, 
phosphoric acid and nit n (nitrates). 

While the quantities of these vary, yet 
an average sol] will contain of 
Silica.. .. co we we co oe oe SO per cont 
Oxide Of 470M... «a «a oo «2...

ourselves with these substances,

This is the composition free of m@is- 
ture. This amount varies as we will see 
later. When we get a little further 
along we will learn that of abl these 
substances but five, and rarely six, are 
of importance. Not that some of the 
others are not equelly necessary To 
Plants, but that these are the ones that 
are most frequently lacking. The ones 
to which we wish to pay especial atten- 
tion are water or moisture, vegetable 
matter or humus, nitrogen, phosphoric 
acid and potash. These substances are 
of relative-importance in the order 
named. The sixth constituent, that is 
sometimes of importance, is lime,

Simplicity of Substances Found in 
Soils. 


‘Things are mysterious only in propor- 
tion as we are unfamillar with them. 
‘The substances mentioned above are of 
such common, €very-day occurrence that 
I am gure that you are familiar witf 
most of them. It might be well, how- 
ever, to renew this acquaintance, 

The humus ts found in almost a pure 
state in the decaying vegetable matter 
around a pond. Nitrogen is familiar to 
all in the common household ammonia, 
and again in combination with potash as 
Saltpeter. The day when every house- 
wife made her own lye by leaching wood 
ashes ig almost past, but I am sure that 
all are more or less familiar with potash 
in this form. The common match {is a 
good example of phosphoric mixed with 
other substances, while there are none 
of us who have not seen the glow of 
rotting wood at night, due to the pres- 
ence of phosphorous. 

Lime is too common a thing in build- 
ing operations for al not to be familiar 
with it, and so the mystery of the sub- 
stances composing soils is vanishing. 
Oxide if iron is se@n every day upon 
the rusty nail, and silica is ever 
present in the sand around us, Get 
your children familiar with these things 
and any mystery of soil composition will 
have vanished as the mist before the sun.

@ucer, while the eelling price is con- 
trolled almost entirely by the law of 
supply and demand. Before endeavor- 
ing to tower the cost or production it is 
necessary to atudy all the factors enter- 
ing into the cost. This can be done 
only by a system of farm accounts, 
which must include a debit and credit 
account with each of the leading crops 
grown ané@ with-each class of farm ani- 
Mala. 

Farmers are seléom welbtrained busi- 
ness men. They generally have little 
inclination, and are not usually willing 
to take the time to carry out a com- 
plicated plan of bookkeeping. A simple 
system of accounts must, therefore, be 
devised that will cover the needs of the 
business. Two or three hours a day 
spent On such a system -would be worth 
to the farm double the same time spent 
in manual labor. The farmer should 
realize that his work as manager ought 
to be worth more in the form of brain 
work than at ordinary farm labor. It 
is not economy for him to do the work 
that he can hire done et 15 cents an 
hour, and at the same time neglect the 
important wors of manager or business 
head, 

Labor and Feed. 


.The chief factors entering itnto the 
cost of production, whether of plants or 
animals, are the labor and the feed. 
It ts Of prime importance that these 
two factors be carefully accounted ‘for. 
The labor should be divided under three 
heads—fhat of men, of teams, and of 
farm machinery. In any system of farm 
accounts, the first thing of importance 
is a plan ‘for keeping and classifying 
the time of men and of teams. The 
best plan for keeping a record of the 
time is by means of printed time-cards, 
with a list of the various crops grown, 
the different classes of animals to be 
cared for and other labor orperationa 
carried out on the farm. Against these 
various items the time in hours is en- 
tered by the men according to the 
amount spent on each. 

By having two columns for hours of 
labor, one for men and one for teams, 
these two kinds of labor can be Keot 
distinct. These individual time-cards 
are of additional value as a means vf 
keeping the time the day men for use 
in making up the pay roll at the end 2f 
each month. These cards should be 
looked over by the manager each day 
for the purpose of approving and of 
correcting any wrong entries. One wou!d 
be surprised, however, to find how few 
changes are needed when the men once 
become familiar with the work 

In order to keep a permanent record of 
the time of the men and teams a large 
daily labor record sheet is needed where 
the time of each of the men and teams 
can be entered under the various labor 
operations. The footings of these shee:s 
will give the entire labor of the day 
under its proper classification. Where 
only a small number Of men @re @6m- 
ployed, the large daily sheet, showing 
the time of fhe different men, may he 
omitted. A similar sheet, with the days 
of the month at the left, will allow for 
etnering the time of all of the men on 
a single sheet, an@eanother sheet can 
be used for the total team labor. The 
footings of these monthly labor sheets 
are the labor charges in hours, for men 
and teams, to be made on the various 
ledger accounts. 

The next matter of importance is to 
determine the rate at which the labor of 
men and teams shall be charged. As 
the price paid the different men on a 
large farm will vary somewhat, it be- 
comes necessary to get an average prite 
a nhour for use {in charging the labor to 
the different accounts. The simplest 
way to get a fair average is to diviue 
the total amount of the pay roll by the 
total number of hours of man labor 
during the month. This wil) give the 
average rate per hour paid for such la- 
bor. The price at which team labor is 
charged should not be based on the mar- 
ket value of such labor, but rather on 

S cost to the farm. 


Wear and Tear. 


This can be determined by running 
an account with teams so as to ascer- 
tain the cost of feeg, of bedding, of 
shoeing, of repairs on harnesses, wae~ 
ons, carts and sleds. To the expense 
of the teams must be added a oertain 
depreciation on the value of teams, wag- 
ons and.carts. The expense for teams 
goes on ‘without regard to the amount 
of work they perform. At s0me sea- 
sons the teams are idle much more than 
at others. For this. reason the labor 
should be based on an average price per 
hour for periods of six months or a year. 
The value per hour of team labor can 
be found by dividing the total éx- 
pense of the teams by the tota] hours of 
— re performed, 

: m ng the proper chiarges for - 
chinery, a careful elaseidcation sheutd 
ibe prepared when taking the Inventory. 
Special machinery for particular crops 
can best be accounted for in making up 
the cost of these crops. An account 
should be run with general machinery 
and tools, and the cost of these and all 
repairs should be divided according to 
the extent that they enter into the pro- 
duction of the different crops. The cost 
of seed used in planting, of all pur- 
chased fertilizers and of chemicals used 
in spraying should be charged to the 
different crops. 


Charging Off Manure, 


No charge need be made against the 
crops for the value of manure made on 
the farm. This belongs to the land 
in order to prevent a depreciation in its 
valae. If there is a gain in the pro- 
ductiveness of the soil this will show 
iby lowering the cost per unit of the 
crops grown. If the crops grown are 
fed to the animals on the farm, the cost 
of the animal products will also be low- 
ered. Care should bé used, however, 
to charge all labor expended in han- 
dling manure, This should be charged 
to the different crops in proportion as 
the manure is used on these At 
first thought it might seem eason- 
able not to credit the stock and charge 
the crops with the fertilizing value of 
the purchased feeds. But as there is 
no known means of telling how much 
of this fertilizing value is lost and how 
ymuch ig returned in increased crops, 


it is impossible to determine a proper 
charge to make. 

Many of the accounts on the ledger 
can be treated as transfer accounts, The 
final use of such accounts is tp deter 
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mine the cost of the crops grown for 
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use as anémel foods. For example, the 
cost ef the hay crop is divided by the 
number of tons produced and the cost 
per ton thus ascertained. This cost per 
ton is used in charging the hay to the 
various groups of farm animals. The 
same is true of the ensilage, the soiling 
crops, and the various grain crops fed 
out on the farm. From this it will be 
seen that the final profit-yielding ac- 
counts will be few in number on most 
large farms. For example, let us sup- 
)pose that the chief lines of farming in- 
clude dairying, swine and poultry, with 
pototoees and apples as direct 
money crops. These five accounts can 
be made to show all of the profit-bear- 
ing accounts of the farm, and a profit 
and loss account based on these five 
accounts should show the final standing 
of the business at the end of the year.

The feather bed has been relegat- 
ed to the country, and many people that 
slept on it in their childhood found it 
unendurable in their later years.

JUST A FISHING EXCURSION, 
SAYS THE NEW YORK WORLD 

New York, January 16-—The news 
from Washington that members of 
The New York World staff in Wash- 
ington and other correspondents there 
had been summoned to appear before 
the federal grand juries, presumably in 
connection with the pwblished § state- 
ments bearing on the Panama  pur- 
chase, was receivéd after Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Stimson had left the 
federal court building for the day. Mr. 
Stimson left town immediately for a 
week-end outing, and could not be reach- 
ed, while other officials in his office de- 
clined to discuss the steps that had 
been taken here in the matter. 

It was learned, however, that sub- 
poenas had been served on J. Angus 
Shaw and William P. McLoughlin, re- 
spectively secretary and editor of Sports 
and Athletics, of the Press Publishing 
Company, publishers of The World, re- 
quiring them to appear before the 
United States jury here Monday. 

The World published a statement re- 
garding the subpoenas issued here as 
follows: 

“Subpoenas were served today on Wil- 
Ham P. McLoughlin, editor of Sports 
and Athletics, of the Press Publishing 
Company, and J. Angus Shaw, secretary 
of the company, requiring them to at- 
tend, on the 18th day of January, 1909, 
at 10:30 in the forenoon, before the 
United States grand jury to testify ‘all 
and everything which you may know 
#enerally on the part of the United 
States.’ Subpoenas in this form seem 
‘unprecedented in the history of the crim- 
inal law. 

“It being thus apparent on the face

Washington, D. C., January 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The ordinary rules of prudence, 
which govern the well-regulated fam- 
ily, would be applied to the national 
government by the house committee on 
foreign affairs. The committee does 
not think we should aspire to play 
leading roles in world society unless 
we can pay for the champagne and 
lobster Newberg. 

Observations upon economy in expen- 
ditures, in view of the big treasury de- 
ivcit, followed the receipt of sugges- 
tions from the etate department as to 
appropriations needed for this govern, 
ment to make a decent appearance at 
international functions, : 

There is the International Prison Con- 
gress, at which we will be host. The 
department thought $60,000 would be a 
proper amount to count on for the en- 
tertainment of the visitors. Then for 
participation in the International Con- 
vention on Private and Public Law, at 
Rio de Janerio, in July, $20,000 was 
wanted; for participation in the Inter- 
national Institute of Agriculture, in 
Rome, $13,400; for participation in the 
International Office of Public Health, 
$3,302; for taking part in the work of 
the International Commission for the 
Revision of the International Classifi- 
cations of Diseases, and the Causes 
of Death, the round sum of $6,000, mak- 
ing in all $04,000. This is in addition- 
al to the regular appropriations for 
diplomatic and consular officers. 

Com nftittee Becomes “Tight Wad.” 


When this impressive list was finish- 
ed, the members of the committee act- 
ed just like Pater Familias when the 
bills are presented for mother’s and 
sister's ster hats. They began to 
caution economy, and to plead that the 
government had no money to waste. 
Like the man who asked his wife if he 
didn’t get a new suit only last year, 
they reminded the state department that 
large finds were given for the enter: 
tainment of fhe International Congress 
on Tuberculosis in Washington only 
last year, and for participation in the 
Pan-American Congress at Buenos Ay- 
res a few years ago. 

The state department imtimated that 
if the United States belonged to the 
upper ten among the nations of the 
earth she must do her part. The com- 
mittee thought if the government was 
hard up it ought not to attempt to do 
‘the social act. But the officers of the 
state department were insistent that 
this big country could not afford io 
neglect its social obligations. If the 
marine band were present it would have 
been called on to play “What Will the 
Neighibors Say? 

Stress on Law Conference. 


Secretary Root,ie particularly anxious 
for this government to be represented 
at the international law conference at 
Rio. He believes jit will be of far- 
reaching consequence in helping to 
avoid conflict in future. Aseistant 
Secretary of State Bacon discussed this 
ecnference at length with the house 
committee. Among other things he 
said: 

“In support of the declared need for 
the consideration of the question of 
private international law, more prop- 
erly called the conflict of laws, it may 
be said that an American agreement, 
including: therein Pan-America, wouki 
be of very great advantage because va- 
rious confiicts would be avoided which 
cause doubt, uncertainty and endiess 
difficulty. For example, the law of 
persons, questions of marriage and di- 
vorce, the execution of judgments and 
the effect to be given them in foreign 
countries might well be discuased and 
a satisfactory conclusion wspached. 

“Then, on international law: It can- 


not be doubted that a general agree- 
ment, if not a codification of the usages, 
customs and principles of international 
law, would be of very great importance, 
not merely in itself, but as a precedent, 
The Hague conferences are little by iit- 
tle codifying international law. Scfen- 
tifle societies are contributing, and in- 
dividual conferences are dealing with 
restrictive branches, all of which adds 
to the sum total of accepted principles. 
If pan-America were able to agree upon 
a body of international law and codify 
it, it would be an important ald in for- 
eign relations, because each nation, haw 
ing the same code, would meet upon a 


would be more or less uniform. In the 
mext place, a codffication of interna- 
tional law by the American states would 
serve as a precedent and bring the 
matter to the attention of the tnird 
Hague conference.” 

International Laws. 


This important commission was a‘i- 
thorized by a convention signed by the 
delegates to the third international oo1- 
ference of American states, which 
vides that a commission of jurists, 8 
from each of the signatory states, ve 
appointed to prepare a draft of a code 
of private international law amd one 
public international law regulating the 
relations between the nations of Amer 
ica. This treaty was ratified by the 
senate on February 3, !906. It is de- 
sired that the United States be repre- 
sented .on this commission by the high- 
est legal talent, and for this purpose 
the state department is pressing its re- 
quest for an approprtation of %20,000. 
it has a specific purpose, and is in- 
tended to bring an immediate, tangibie 
fesult. It is not an agitation, a mere 
demonstration, nor an  exhfbition of 
learning or accomplishment, and that 
is why the sfate department doeg not 
want the frugal foreign affairs commit- 
tee to confuse it with the general run 
of international’ movements and whine 
it down as a social function, which the 
government should “cut out” because 
times are hard.

A Strenious Life. 


Few men have passed through such 
tragic events as have marked the his- 
tory of General DeWall. Captured by 
the English, he was sent to Kingston, 
Jamaica, there to be held until King 
Edward should grant him amnesty. One 
night the wily old warrior found a 
way out, and a few weeks later a 
strange-looking HolMander, as it was 
thought, disembarked at Pensacola from 
sailing craft. It was General DeWall, 
and he was safe on American sol). 
That was back in 1908, when hopes 
ran high, even in the face of the disas- 
trous ending of the war. 

“And since then I Have been a fugi- 
tive,” said the genial old gentleman, as 
he folded his arms and recalled the many 


attempts to entice him to Canada, to 
persuade him to visit Bermuda and 
finally to go in pergon to England to 
ask for amnesty. “Bet the pamphlet 
I published told too much of the Eng- 
lish and I knew that they had no idea 
of giving me a pardon. But I have 
filed my application at last through the 
British ambassador at Washington, My 
pardon may come some day, but I 4m 


afraid not in time for me to see any 
of my old friends in Pretoria. Only a 
few were left after that awful slaugh- 
ter.” 

Colony Plans Abandoned. 


The departure of General De Wall 
marks the abandonment of the colony 
Plans which were being pushed in !904, 


colony of 54 Boer farmers located at San 
Antonio, Texas. Last summer the de- 
tachmen of sixteen returned to Pretoria, 
the last of the movement, save four, 
who are under the ban and Cannot re- 
turn because they were officers in the 
Boer army and have never taken the 
oath of allegiance to King Edward. 
General De Wall sees no hope in this 
country for Boer colonies. He says the 
land in South Africa is fertile, that the 
‘Boer is used to the climate and now that 
there is another ideal, the United States 
of Africa, the Africander will toil day 
by day for a generation to secure the 
promised independence, 

General DeWall has three titles, D.D., 
LL.D. and Ph.D. He is a Lutheran 
minister, and has been at work in be- 
half of that church during his stay in 
America. He attended the African 
congress in Switzerland, and took an 
active part. He keeps up enormous 
correspondence with sympathizers and 
Boer exiles, in all counties, as welt as 
with those at home. And, above all, he 
is the advance messenger of the new 
ideal for the Africander—the United 
States of Africa. Behind this ideal is 
a great society, the Africander Bund, 
which is at work in every country. 


Nephew of Oofa PaulL 


Modest and unassuming, the rugged 
old Boer general has gone about since 
his exile, preaching wherever he has 
been called. And through it all rings 
the prediction made by Oom Paul dur- 
ing his last illness: “When I am gone, 
Epke DeWall, my loved nephew, will 
keep up the fire and he will live to be 
the head of even a@ greater Africa, for 
the new repwhbic will take in all of 
South Africa.’’ Content to do as his 
daily task all he can to bring about 
the change and hoping intensely for the 
great day of independence for his peo- 
ple, General DeWall may some day be- 
come even more of an _ international 
character than he was as secretary of 
state for the Boer repwblic.

Relief Work. 


Washington, January !6.—An innova- 
tion in international relief measures, so 
far as Europe is conéerned, is to be 
undertaken by the American govern- 
$500,000 in 
money appropriated by congress for 
the Falian earthquake sufferers. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt has decided to send 
to Italy material for the construction 
of 2,600 or 3,000 substantial, but nec- 
essarily very modest, frame houses, 
supplementing this by supplying civil- 
fan earenters to supervise construction, 
if this can be arranged. 

Ever since the apropriation was 
made by congress serious considera-~ 
tion has been given by the president 
and the state department aes to the best 
uses that could be made of it in the 
tway of relief. 

Verbal instructions have been given 
by President Roosevelt to Secretary 
Newberry whereby the machinery of 
the navy department was enlisted in 
the prosecution of the plan. 

The following statement was made 
public at the secretary’s office this 
afternoon? 

“The navy department has arranged 
for the expenditure of approximately 
$600,000 in the purchase of building 
materials, including all articles neces- 
sary for the construction of substantial 
frame houses for the Italian sufferers, 
and the shipments will begin by the 
sailing of two steamers, probably on 
Monday. This lumber is being deliv- 
ered today in New York, and the sail- 
ing of the vessels will proceed ae fast 
as they can be ‘loaded. Wach ship 
will carry all the materials for ‘the 
construction of about five hundred 
houses, and it will require not less than 
six steamers for the entire amount pur- 
chased. If pogestble, the department 
tntends to send with each vessel several 
civilian house carpenters, with plans to 


assist in the erection of these houses.’’ 
The civilian carpenters will be se- | 
cured from the navy.yard eligible list.

BODIES OF THE CHENEYS 
FOUND IN QUAKE RUINS 


American Sailors Recover Corpses 
of the Cousul and His 
Wife. 


Messina, Friday, Jamuary i6-<After 
lying buried in the ruins of the con- 
Sulate at Messina for elghteen days, the 
bodies of Arthur S. Cheney, the Ameri- 
can consul, and his wife, wére recover- 
ed at 2 o’clock this afternoon by a de- 
tachment of sailorg from the battleship 
Illinois. 

The bodies were recovered in what 
evidently had been tihe bed room of the 
Cheneys. They were found lying side 
by side Mr. Cheney was identified by 
a slight physical deformity, while the 
body of his wife was recognized by a 
locket, and a wedding ring. There is 
reason to believe that death overtook 
the unfortunate couple while they were 
asleep. 

Ag goon as they were unearthed, the 
bodies were placed in coffins and con- 
veyed aboard the supply ship Culgoa, 
which left at ones for Naples. Major 
Landis, the American military attache 
at Rome, who has been superintending 
the work of excavating the ruins, sent 
@ wireless dispatch to the American 
consul at Naples, asking that official 
to obtain permission of the local au- 
thorities to send the remains to Hact- 
ford, Conn., on the f£irst-evailable mer- 
chant steamer. 

The caskets containing the bodies of 
the consul] and his wife were sealed and 
then wrapped each in an American flag, 
after which American sailors cazaied 
them down to the water front. As 
they made their way through the ruin- 
ed streets, Italian soldiers and sailors 
saluted, and the people took off their

NEW YORK’S HUGE MAIL. 


Commisston to Constdier Congesttom 
in Gotham Office. 


New York, January !6.—Postmaster 
General] Meyer's visit to this city today 
was productive of the appointment of a 
commission to consider the congestion 
in the York postoffice and to de- 
vise means for relieving ft, and of_a 
statement from the postmaster general 
of his purpose to make this city’s fa- 
cilities for handling mail unsurpassed 
in the world. 

It was shown Mr. Meyer that the 
mail matter handed at the New York 
postoffice for a gtven six months 
weighed i01,351,766 pounds, of which 
5,395,648 was local business. The New 
York office, single-handed, took care 
of nearly as much mail ag Alabama, 
Arizona, California, District of Colum- 
bia, Plorida, Georgia, Indian Territory, 
Kentucky Louisiana, Maryland, Mis- 
sissippi, Nevada, New Mexico, North 
Carolina, Oklahoma, South Carolina,

Men Who Fix Prices. 


(Don Marquis; in Uncle Remus’s—The 
Home Magazine for January.) 
There are grobably about ten or 
twelve thousand night riderg in the 
country,’ all told. Some say@ that the 
recent operations in the cotton gtates 
are traceable to men who have merely 
taken the cue from the Kentucky to- 
bacco countfy; others that they.have 
been organized by traveling organizers. 
The phrase “night rider’ itself first 
came into use some eight or nine years 
ago, at the time of the toll-gate trou- 

bles in Kentucky. 

The people who are doing the devil- 
ment in the tobacco districts are of a 
very dMferent class from those who 
operated around Reelfoot lake. The 


the tobacco district—fellows who would 
seize upon’ the most trivial excuse to 
make trouble—is much smaller than 
around the lake. : 

It is freely asserted in* Clarksville, 
Tenn., that the leaders of the tobacco 
association do not in reality care very 
much whether the tobacco trust is put 
out of existence or not, but that the 
rank and file of the associations are thelr 
dupes. Cetrainly the tobacco trust has 
not been injured to any great, extent 
throughout the dark tobacco district. In 
1906. May 8, the association was, In 
effect, reorganized and turned into a 
kind of warehouse corporation under 
the title of the Planters’ Protective As- 
sociation of Kentucky, Tennessee and 
Virginia; ‘with a capital stock of $200, 
divided into 200 shares of $!1 each, and 
its affairs are coritrolled by a board: of 
directors, consisting of forty-two mem- 


Stockholders. These forty-two men 
‘thus have the power to fix the price for 
which the crop of tobacco shall be held; 
all the association tobacco is sold 
through .them; they are the forty-two 
kings of .the tobacco situation. | 

In short, the farmers who grow the 
tobacco do practically what these forty- 
two directors tell them to do; and I 
eannot for the life of. me figure out 
where it would be to the advantage of 
these forty-two men if the tobacco trust 
went out .of -existence.

After several years’ residence in 
Philadelphia, where he wasinthe cigar 
business after the war, he came to At- 
lanta, engaging in the same _ business 
here. In 1884 he organized the Capita) 
City Land and Improvement Company, 
which, In 1887, was merged into the 
Capital City benk. He was cashier and 
president of this bank until 1901, when 
he resigned to devote his time to pri- 
vate interests. He became president of 
the Atlanta Baggage and Cab Com- 
pany, and secretary of the College Park 
land Company, and engaged in insur- 
ance.

Mr. Haas was elected to the city 
council in 1886,.and served as alderman 
nn 1888. He took an active interest in 
the city’s welfare, and was one of the 
originators of the present sewerage sys- 
tem. He served several terms as 
president of the Hebrew Benevolent 
Congregation, and of the Concordia 
Club. 

Mr. Haas went to Cuba several weeks 
ago for the purpose of enjoying a com- 
plete rest. Two weeks ago he was 
taken suddenly 111, and preparations 
were at once made to bring him back 
to Atlanta. While on the ship, a blood 
vessel became ruptured, and this great- 
ly affected his chances for recovery. 

Mr. Haas was a widely known citi- 
zen, and the news of his death will be 
received with deep sorrow.

“This dog during his lifetime collected 
upward of £800 ($4,000) for the Great 
Western railway servants’ widows and 
orphans ‘fund, and was on severa] oc- 
casions patronized py his majesty, King 
Edward VII, and by the late Queen 
Victoria. His majesty has also been 
pleased to accept a painting in Olls of 
Tim, the work ‘of Miss Elizabeth Ma- 
gill.”’. Since his death he fas been the 
means of collecting about $1,000 more. 

Tim had an interesting history. In 
1900 he was three times presented t0 
Queen Victoria. On one occasion a 
telegram from Windsor commanded him 
to be in readiness on her majesty’s ar- 
rival at Paddington station. He was 
taken to the private saloon carriage and 
led into the presence, of the queen, who 
patted him tenderly dn the head, spoke 
to nim and placed a. bright gold piece 
in his box.

truth, and not be influenced by a desire 
on your part to have a big job. That 
is where the temptation !s going tv 
come to you, and when you are call3d 
to the stand to testify with respect t> 
disputed matters, you are going to fini 
refuge in the old admiralty rule to wit- 
nesses that you will stick by the boat. 
The nfore you consult the abselute facts 
and the more you take the posftion of a 
judge, as an expert, though for a time 
it- will. lose you clients. ultimately it 
will insure to your benefit and standing 
as one worthy of the confidence of the 
entire community.

Judge Taft Speaks. 

He made his speech effective when 
he was talking of college life, and what 
it means by warming, up to tne discus- 
sion and pounding one hand with 4n- 
other as if to drive the statemen‘s 
home.

Mr. Vice Chancellor, Mr. Chairman _and 
Judge McWhorter: The first thought that 
comes into my mind is whether when I was 
in college I looked as young and had as 
chubby cheeks and seemed to be altogether 
as happy as, I wag_going to say, the boys 
before me; but I remember in college that we 
are all men. 

The truth is, f have a boy in preparatory 
school 11 years old, who refers to the ‘‘men” 
of his class; and I suppose it is true we did 
‘ook as young as you look now, afd yet 
when I look back to that period in lite it 
seems to me that we felt that Daniel Web- 
ster did not have any great advantage of us 
in matters of statesmanship or anything else. 
Certainly when we became seniors we knew @ 
good deal: more than our fathers did, and ft 
took the’ subsequent year after you step down 
and out of the great dignity of that last year 


indispensable to the growth of 
‘eivilization in this country, at least if the 
world needed you, and if the world was 
yearning for you, the world was able to con- 
ceal it, and yet, boys, you are enjoying to- 
day the period that, after all is said and 
done, as you look upon it from any stage in 
life, will seem the sweetest, will seem the 
purest in ideals, will seem the freest .from 
the sordid care and will seem to you the 
time of a% others when you have made the 
most abiding and valued friendships. 

It is a time when you, -each of you, has a 
window in his bosom, and each fellow can 
look through that window into the heart and 
soul that are beating together with the ideals 
of college life. I never came into the pres- 
ence of young men like you, never came 
under the influence of the academic atmos- 
phere, without feeling uplifted, without feel- 
ing as if the place where I lived was lower 
in point of aspiration, in point of the high 
morality and the high ambition that ought 
to be and are in a college atmosphere, You 
have here a society among your professors 
and their wives than which there Is no more 
refined or cultured or advanced. 


Poor Salaries Paid. 


Under the custom which we cannot support 
by any logic, but which continues, they don’t 
have money enough to live on. They are paid 
poor salaries, and perhaps, that explains 
why you conduct a society of plain living and 
high thinking, but whatever it is, it is better 
for them and better gg the college communi- 
ty over which they exercise an influence and 
in which they are the leaders. Now I assume 
I am speaking to young men who look for- 
ward generally to going into the learned pro- | 
fessions, that is, to become ministers, lawyers 
and physicians. 

I think during the last twenty-five or thir- 
ty years the ministry has been deprived by 
circumstances of some of the materiel that 
that: profession took into its ranks {ifty years 
ago. There was a time in New Engjand 
when the minister wag the head man of the 
community, when the congregations stood and 
waited uytil. he walked down the aisle ana 
out, and when his view was more or less 
law, and at that time the ministry affracted 
the ablest of those who ‘graduated from in- 
stitutions of learning. That has passed away 
possibly with the introduction of more ma- 
terial and lower {deals with respect to life. I 
am hopeful that the time may return when 
the best-abfility of those who are graduating 
from untversities shall be again attracted in- 
to the ministry, for that is a great profession 
and one upon the ability and energy of which 
depends the welfare of our people. 

Again with reference to medicine, I want to 
encourage some of you gentlemen that are 
doing what we used to call in colloquial ex- 
pression; in college, ‘‘wresting with the tail 
of the Cclass.”’ I judge by the applause that 
there are some who understand that. You 
have gone through college and you have 
done the best you could. Now I beg of you 
not to give up hoape, that yon may reach 
& very successful future, especially in the dt- 
rection of the profession of medicine. That 
is pretty hard on the doctors, I agree, but 
what I mean to say {s this, that the study of 
medicine more than any other of the profes- 
sions develops an enthusiastic interest in 
those who pursue it, that transforms them 
from listless, idle students {nto the hardest 
workers whom I have ever known. The fas- 
cination of being upon the brink of constant 
discovery of something with reference to the 
human make-up that shall benefit mankind 
has dene more to make the profession of 
medicine great in this country than anything 
‘else cormected with its practice. 


Talks About the Law, 


And now as to the profession of the law. 
For two or three years you will have an 
opportunity after you have recelved your 
diploma,- or license to practice, whatever you 
calf it in this state, to look upon the blank 
walls of your office and wonder at the in- 
ability of the public to understand a man of 
genius and his uses‘in the community. Now 
if while you are entertaining pity for the 
public you devote your attention to the fur- 
ther study of your profession as a science, 
you will find that in thaf two or three years 
you are putting away something that will 
return in abundance to you afterwards and 
to ald you when you are called upon for 
real work and when the public has discover- 
ed how useful you can be.

Y don’t 
mean to say that there are not other and 
proper motives ef comparison, matters of 
compe¢tition, in athletics, in. papularity, im 
literature, in power of speech. In almost 
every subject that comes up in college life, 
competition {s a good thing, but I want to 
speak in favor of the high stand men and 
hold that up as perhaps the first object that 
@ man ought to devote himself to, but 1s that 
all? By no means. It is the assoctation with 
your fellow students. It is the love that 
each bears to the other. It tg the epitome of 
life In the struggle for your college rewards, 
It {fs the developing of character at a time 
when character is most formative, and when 
what happens impresses itself most deeply 
on you that you gather from college Iife life 
this, and, if you don’t carry away the sense 
of its ue in that respect:‘ ff you don’t 
cherish every brick In the sidewalks ‘of your 
campus here and every vista over this beau- 
ful country as something connected with 
the best part of your life, you have not got 
out of college what you otght to get out of 
it, and what it is possible to get out of ft.

When he had finished he was applaud- 
ed until the applause was drowned into

school, under the convoyance of Henry 
J. Rowe, oneofits local and most ener- 
getic trustees. Half way there, M.-. 
Taft saw a crowd of people, mostly 
negroes, standing in the rain in front 
of the court house, where, evidently, 
they thought he was to speak. He 
stopped there for a few’ minutes and, 
with the top thrown back, he made a 
brief talk and then the party moved on. 

He took keen delight in being pointed 
out, as he drove along, the “only doub!l.- 
barreled cannon” in the world, the “tree 
that owns itself,’ the home of tne 
Sweetheart of John Howard Payne, tne 
author of “Home, Sweet Home,” and 
other spots of interest in and around 
Athens. The State Normal school was 
decorated in honor of the visit, and 
plans had been made for an open-air 
speech on the campus, but the rain 
broke up ‘this plan. 

The speech was made in the largest 
school room in the “Winnie Davis me- 
morial hall.” On the blackboard, drawn 
in some schoélchild’s hand, was “Hello, 
Bill.” He faced this as he spoke. He 
was introduced in a brief but happy 
speech by President BE. C. Branson, Ff 
this schoo], and spoke as follows: 

“I have been talking over at the uni- 
versity to the student body and’ discuss- 
ing their future by a division of them 
into ministers, doctors and lawyers, and 
by some Oversight, which was very 
blameworthy, I left out altogether the 
learned profession of the teacher, but’ to 
my Surprze, I was told, after I got. into 
the carriage, that I was coming to tne 
Normal school, and so that which I had 
forgotten to take up among the student 
body of the university would be pecu- 
liarly appropriate here. ‘There is no 
higher profession than that of teaching. 
It is a profession that when one be- 


she has a faculty for it, he or she ought 
not to give up the profession. “Une 
member of my family, my - youngest 
brother, began the practice of the law, 
but he found that the instruction of 
youth, the winning of their confidence 
and the leading them up to be good men 
and women was so strong upon him, the 
fascjnation of it was so great, that he 
departed from the law and has gone into 
teaching. There were four brothers of 
us and a sister. He is far and away the 
best member of the family. I think it is 
because he is engaged in the profession 
that calls for possibly the greatest seif- 
sacrifice and is the greatest instrument 
for the uplifting of the youth. 

“T have had a good deal of experi- 
ence in the matter of teachers. When 
we went to the Philippines we reached 
the conclusion that the best thing to 
do to the Filipinos was to teach them 
English, They wanted to learn Eng- 
lish, and so we sent for one thousand 
American teachers and we took them 
out there. Quite a number got mar- 
ried on the way out, so that somewhat 
interfered with our plans, but there 
were enough of them who adhered to 
the profession to make a nucleus about 


system of the Philippines. 

‘We have now in the islands upwards 
of 7,000 Filipno teachers, who have 
been taught by the thousand or eight 
hundred American teachers whom we 
took out there, and upon the struc- 
ture which they make we base the 
whole hope that we have of the suc- 
cess in the experiment that we are 
making there in the discharge of the 
trust which Providence has thrust upon 
us with reference to those people. 

“As the teachers shall be successful, 
so our pqglicies will be successful. Hence 
is it that in the presence of teachers, 
in the presence of that profession, or 
those who are making ready for that 
profession, 1 always feel like bearing 
testimony to the value that they can 
do in the world. I knew that the fe- 
male teacher is not sufficiently well 
pald. I am not sure that if she had a 
vote she would get any better salary. 
I don’t think she would, because I 
think those things are determined 
rather by supply and demand, and that 
there is a greater supply of female 
teachers than male teachers, and 80 
the salaries are accordingly different. 
It does not seem just at times when a 
female teacher can teach detter than a 
man that she does not get the same 
that he does. Bid: 

‘Of course, sometimes a mans family 
responsibilities are greater, and he needs 
more money, but I believe the tendency 
ts going to be that as the opportunities 
and avenues for the use of those wom- 
en who are willing to work, salaries 
shall increase and thefr comforts of 
life increase. How rapid that progress 
may be I don’t know. I hope it will 
be as rapid as possible, for the benefit 
of you all, but whatever happens, you 
may always have the satisfaction of 
knowing that there is no higher profes- 
sion known in which self-sacrifice is 
manifested more clearly and none in 
which more good can be done than that 
of the teacher. 

“I congratulate you on peginning your 
life in that way. and < hope that you 
will continue it through Ufe and not 
regard matrimony as ‘necessary. 
think that the secret of most domestic 
infelicity i9 in the thought thet young 
women think that unless they are mar- 
rie@ their Uves are not a success. As 
a matter of fact, I think the reverse 
is exactly true. into your own 
lives an@ your families. Take some 
aunt of yours who never married— 
what a -sweet, self-sacrificing disinter- 
ested: and lovely character she has 
grown to. be, seventy and efghty years 
of age, and think what peneficence shall 
spread over all the family circle in 
which she Iives, and then tell me she 
would have been better off if she had 
been married? .

IS CONTRADICTORY 


So Jenkins Says. in. Assailing 
the Sherman. Law, 


. 


HE PLEADS FOR AMENDMENT 


Chairman of Judiciary Committee 
Geys Prohibitory Part of Law Is 
Absolutely Unnecessary—Pe- 
mal Part Ie the Only Part 
of Value, According 

to Jenkins, 


Washington, January 16.—Speaking to 
the question, ‘‘Can the so-called Sher- 
man anti-trust act be amended?” Mr. 
Jenkins, chairman of the judiciary com- 
mittee,-in the house of representatives 
today said thet there were important 
portions of the law diametrically op- 
posed to other portions of the law, which 
demanded that the act be amended. He 
said that the statute is both prohibi- 
tory and penal, and contended that the 
power to penalize in the statute wee 
ample. 

“This feature,” he declared, ‘‘can be 
amended so as to punish those entering 
into contract or combination of any 
form of trust or otherwise, or con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade or\com- 
merce among the several states, or 
With foreign nations.” 

Prohibitory Part Unnecessary, 


The prohibitory part of the statute, 
he argued, was “unauthorized and ab- 
SOlutely unnecessary,” and, therefore, 
held that an amendment of value could 
be made to it...The talk of amending 
the Sherman law practically amounted 
to nothing, he declared, as the prohibi- 
tory part was of no effect The penal 
part was the only part of value, as con- 
gress had the right to make it a penal 
offense to regulate or restrain com- 
merce between the states, or with for- 
eign nations. He said that the power 
of congress being limited to protecting 
the product in transit, it.had nothing to 
do with the making of any contract, 
“unless the contract undertakes to reg- 
ulate commerce between the states or 
with foreign nations.’’ Congress, he in- 
sisted, could not abrogate its functions 
in that regard. Commerce, he main- 
tained, would not be free if regulated 
by the fluctuating, uncertain, relative 
and elastic term, “not in restraint of 
trade.” No standard, he avered, could 
ever be erected by which it could be 
judged or defined. One case, he added, 
would not be @ precedent for another 
subsequent one. 


Congress and Contracts. 


Summing up his conclusions, Mr. Jen- 
kins said: 

“Congress cannot interfere with any 
private contract unless it is one made 
in restraint or regulation of commerce 
between the states. As its power is ex- 
clusive, comgress cannot affirmatively 
permit the making of any contract that 
on its face or in its performance, will 
regulate or restrain interstate com- 
merce. “No prohibitory legislation is 
necessary, as the power Of congress is 
exclusive, and any attempt to inter- 
fere with or usurp the power of con- 
Sress is void. 
the courts can nullify any contract 
made in violation of the exclusive pow- 
ers Of congress. To declare the viola- 
tion of the exclusive powers of con- 
gress a crime, and punish it as such, 
is necessary to prevent violations. The 
power of congress is limited to pro- 
tecting interstate commerce in transit. 
Congress cannot legislatively permit 
any interference with commerce be- 
tween the states or with foreign nations. 
It is superfluous legislation to declare 
illegal every contract, combination, any 
form of trust or otherwise, or conspir- 
acy in restraint of trade or commerce 
between the states. 

Act of Congress Not Needed. 


“It does not need an act of congrebs 
to declare iMegal what is vold by the 
congtitution. Congress does not pos- 
sess the power to legalize contracts 
reguiating commerce between the states 
or with foreign nations, and if the con- 
tract is a regulation it is void. If not,

it is not within the power of congress 
to affect it. 

“It is for the courts to say, without 
the ald of legislation, whether a given 
contract is void for usurping con- 
gressional power to regulate commerce, 
af the trust mentioned in the act is 
not regulating’ or restraining commerce 
between the states or with foreign na- 
tions, congress is powerless to operate 
or effect the trust mentioned. As the 
power of congress is limited to regulat- 
ing commerce between the states and 
with foreign nations, congress cannot 
@o anything other than what may be 
necessary to carry this power into exe-

Law Recently Passed 


Sport Is Inangurated at a Half-Mile 
Track Across the River From 
New Orleans—Sate Officers 
Gay tee law Is Not Be- 

ing Vieclated,

New Orleans, La., January 16-—In the 
inauguration this afternoon of a race 
meet at the half-mile suburban track 
across the river from New Orleans, 
local turfmen declare that racing will 
again be made a feature of the winter 
Season in this city, in spite of the s0o- 
called Locke anti-racing law, passed at 
the last session of the assembly. They 
assert that even if it is unlawful to 
conduct a book, that they may “sell 
information.”’ In the crowd today were 
ten or twelve men with odds written 
opposite the entries on their programs, 
and when the races were over these 
said that the first day of the meet 
promised great success. Both the sher- 
iff and district attorney of the parish 
Were present, with several deputies, 
They said that no violations of the law 
had been noted. 

In spite of -the contentions of the 
turfmen that wiriter racing would be 
carried on successfully, those who have 
figured conspicuously in bringing about 
anti-racing legislation assert that under 
existing conditions racing cannot be 
carried on profitably except in the par- 
ish of Orleans, where the laws are fre- 
quently construed differently from what 
they are in the parish of Jefferson. 
They cite the cases of the Louisiana 
Riding and Driving Club, which started 
a meet, but closed down after the New 
Orleans inspector of -police and a 
platoon of patrolmen and detectives 
had been regular attendants for several 
days, and of the City Park test, which 
resulted in the arrest of several men. 

About two thousand people attended 
today’s meet. A-steamer carried sev- 
eral hundred patrons of the sport to a 
point near the track, on the opposite 
side of the river, while many others 
crossed on the ferries and made their 
way to the track on the Algiers and 
SceDoncnateviite street car line,

HIGH SCHOOL BOY LAUDED 


- College Man at Ratiroading for 
First Few Years — “Pull” 
Can’t Carry Man Far 
in Railroading.

New Haven, Conn., January !6—E4- 
ward H. Harriman has written for The 
Yale Daily News his views on college 
training as preparation for reilroad- 
ing.. He said, in part: 

- The question which you have asked. 
me—‘Is eollege education an essential, 
or even a valuable preparation for a 
man who expects to enter railroading?’ 
—is a hard one to answer, and my an- 
ewer is both yes and no. A college edu- 
cation will be a great help if the man 
in going through college has kept the 
foundations of thigh school learning 
firmly fixed. On the other hand, if he 
has neglected his handwriting and for- 
gotten his arithmetic in higher mathe- 
matics, wothing could be worse for him. 
If, however, he still retains these es- 
sentials, he has a great advantage, in 
that he whas a broader view of the 
world, and a greater knowledge of how 


— to learn. 


The High School Boy. 

“The high school boy_has the advan- 
tage, in that all the first essentials of 
‘good work in railroading are at his 
fingers’ ends.. For instance, take the 
making of a simple statement. A state- 
ment should be like a picture, something 
that can be taken in at a glance, not 
a jumble of letters and figures, ‘hat 
must be traced carefully out, and *se 
meaning extracted. from the .mass 
superfluous matter. A high school boy 
will draw such a statement with per- 
fect accuracy and clearness, while a 
young college graduate will draw” it 
in such @ way that it is a puzzling 
scrawl. 

“Thus college education is, in the be- 
ginning, a real disadvantage, and I 
have found that in every case the high 
“school boy does better wark than the 
college man, for the first few years. 
However, as soon as the college man 


ras overcome these habits, and has got- 


ten back to first principles, he will go 
ehead much faster than his less edu- 
cated rival. 

“Pull” No Good. 

“*Pull’ can never carry a man far 
in railroading. It is hard work and 
application that count.. Many a man 
starts out well, but, lacking the stick- 
to-it spirit, which is so preeminently 
essential, falls into obscurity. 

“My advice tp the college man ex- 
pecting to’ enter railroading, and hop- 
ing to have an easy life, is—don’t; but 
te the man who does not mind the 
hardest kind of work, who will not 
quit under early’ disappointments, and 
who wishes to have the most. interest- 
ing sort.of a career, is, by all means— 
do. $9

GOVERNOR OF ALASKA 


DISCUSSES 


ITS PROBLEMS 


Fighting the Evils of Frontier Life—The Indian and 
Whisky—Capital in Large Quantities: Needed for 
Railroads and for Development of Minerals. 

Day of Poor Prospector Is Past.

Washington, D. C., Janury 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The problem involved .in intro- 
ducing the Phdians of Alaska to the 
benefits of civilization and at the same 
time saving them from its vices, is just 
now é@€ngaging the earnest attention of 


“Governor Wilford: Bacon Hoggatt and 


Officials in Washington responsible for 
administering the new territorial gov- 
ernment. 

After an hour’s conversation with 
Governor Hoggatt, who is now in 
Washington, the conclusion is forced 
that in many respect the problem being 
worked out in Alaska is the same as

“Licenses collected outside the limits »f 
incoruorated towns are paid into tne 
Alaskan fund. Of this amount 70 per 
cent is devoted to the construction of 
roads and trails, this work being under 
the direction of the police commission, 
composed of army officers; 25 per cent 
goes for the maintenance of schools out- 
side of incorporated towns, and 5 per 
cent is for the care of the insane. 
There are at present 104 patients heing 
cared for in the sanatorium at Portland, 
Ore., under the terms of a contra:t 
which requires us to pay $348 per an- 
num for each patient.”

The Liquor Problem. 


Upon his attention being called to a 
recent communication to The Constitu- 
tion from C. Cudebaugh, of Kemper- 
ville, Alaska, in reference to the large 
consumption of liquor in the territory, 
Governor Hoggatt admitted that this 


Was a serious question, and that addi- | 


tional legislation was needed to cope 
With it. , 

“The whisky peddler is the worst ene- 
my of the native,” he said, ‘and not- 
withstanding the efforts of the officers 
of the law to prevent this whisky traf- 
fic, it has increased with the Indian’s 
earning capacity. It. seems desirable, 
therefore, that the sale of whisky to 
the Imdians should be made a felony, 
punishable by imprisonment in the pen- 
itentiary, and that a small appropria- 
tion should be made to secure the ser- 
vices of one ar more men to hunt down 
this class of law-breakers and bring 
them to punishment.” 

In his last annual report as: governor 
of the district, Governor Hoggatt urged 
the necessity of making the. penalty for 
infractions of the liquor—taws more 
rigid. “We must get the law and then 
we must get the machinery to enforce 
the law,” he continued. 

“A bill making the sale of liquor to 
Indians.a felony passed both houses of 
congress last year, but was finally hung 
up in conferetce between the two 
houses. Congress gave $8.000 Jast vear 
to help suppress the traffic. Of this 
amount only $500 has been spent, and 
that was on the Seward peninsfilar. 

“Under the old law, which made yio- 
lations punishable by fine or imprison- 
ment, chronic violators would be taken 
before the commissioner regularly and 
have themselves locked up during the 
cold weather. In future we propose to 
send them to the penitentiary or force 
them to leave the territory. There is 
never any trouble about getting juries 
to convict when we have the evidence.”’ 

As an indication of what he is work- 
ing: toward, Governor Hogitatt spoke 
with pride” of having enterminated 
gambling and dance hallseduring his 
three’ years in office, and thus routed 
an undesirable element of population. 

Whe Governor Hogzatt Is. 


Just here something of a personal na- 
ture about the man who represents this 
gevernment in Alaska and administers 
its eivil affairs, may be of interest. 

He is a native of Paoli, Indiana, a 
graduate of the United States Naval 
academy, and the holder of a degree of 
hachelor of laws from the «Columbia 


| Law school. After securing this degree 


he took a special course in mining at 
the Coiumbia School of Mines, and 
from 1899 until his appointment, on 
May t, 1906, .as governor tof, Alaska, 
he was a mining engineer. 

On account of the large undéveloped 
m™ ning properties of Alaska and the tre- 
mendous. activity recently shown in 
bringing others to a paying basis, he 
has found his knowledge of mining of 
particular value in contributing to the 
progress of the ‘territory.

What We Get From Alaska, 


Alaska furnished” the United States 
during the last fiscal year merchandise 
valued at $11,000,000. Of this volume 
of trade, canned salmon amounted to 
$8,000,000. The production of gold was 
$17,500,000. The imports from the 
Inited States, on the other hand, were 
valued at $15,957,576, and consisted 

mainly of provisions, hardware, ma- 
chinery and lumber. There “are vast 
forests tracts in Alaska of ‘poplar, spruce, 
hemlock and birch, and all of the houses 
are of wood, but much timber is being 
imported. The railroads find it more 
satisfactory to use the redwood from 
California for crossties. 

Legislation Urged for District. 


Governor Hoggatt is now in Washing- 
ton to urge needed new legislation for the 
district. He wishes a fourth. judicial 
district created. He is. asking liberal 
appropriations for mails, roads, cables, 
telegraph extensions, lighthouses and 
buoys, for aid to navigation, for geo- 
logical, coast and geodetic surveys.

ISER LEADING 
SECLUDED LIFE 


Since Rebuk by the People He 
Keeps in Background. 


Berlin Is Mystified at the Change 
Which Has Come Over the Kaiser 
Following Outbreak Against 
His Constant Talking. 


Perlin, January !6—Mystery has for 
four weeks enveloped the personal life 
of the Kaiser. 

With the solitary exception of his 
visit to the Berlin city hall ceremony 
on November 2!, when he publicly, and 
for the first time, demonstrated his re- 
spect for constitutional rule by declar- 
ing that he must consult his imperial 
chancellor, Princg Buelow, before ut- 
tering a political opinion, he has re- 
mained unseen by the public. Such a 
thing is unprecedented in the twenty 
years of his reign. This is go astonish- 
ing that it has given rise to alarming 
reports regarding the condition of his 
majesty’s health. 

The people of Germany are 60 un- 
accustomed to seeing and hearing noth- 
ing of their versatile ruler that they 
cannot believe that anything but ill- 
ness holds hjm in concealment. The 
result is that vague, persistent rumors 
of illness have been circulated during 
the last few days, One report is that 
the emperor is suffering from a recur- 
rence of his throat trouble; another 
that it is nervous depression conse- 
quent on the mental strain of the re- 
cent political crisis. 

Personal Sacrifice, 


All these rumors ere entirely un- 
founded. The emperor, apart from suf- 
fering from a slight oold, enjoys good 
health. The reason of his prolonged 


retirement from the public gaze is his 
earnest ang gincere desire to carry out 
the solemn pledge which he gave to 
Prince Buelow on the occasion of the 
historical interview on November 17, 
which was proclaimed the same eve 
ning in the columns of The Imperial 
Gazette, 

The truth is that William II has 
turned over a new leaf, and is living 
the Hfe of a political recluse, Those 
who know his great love of change, 
his delight in traveling, hig strong dis- 
like of dull monotony and common- 
place existence realize how great a 
personal sacrifice is involved in this 
self-effacement. 

His majesty has canceleq a long list 
of public engagements and private 
visits of pleasure to carry out his re- 
solve to remain in the background. He 
intended to proceed to Kiel to perform 


the ceremony of swearingin the naval |: 


recruits in person, and to deliver, as is 
customary, a stirring address to the 
future blue jackets. But he abandoned 
the plan and delegated his. brother, 
Prince Henry, to undertake this duty. 

Uther journeys southwards, north- 
wards, eastwards and westwtrds, one 
of two hunting expeditions, and other 
diversions have been abandoneg In or- 
der that the emperor may devote him- 
self exclusively to the transaction of 
state business at Potsdam. 


Strange Transformation. 


His motor car, which, when in resi- 
dence at Potsdam, has hitherto been 
seen in the streets of Berlin almost 
every day, is no longer visible. In- 
stead of traveling, hunting, attending 
theatrical rehearsals, and indulging in 
other varieq pursuits, the emperor 
works steadily at Potsdam, ° receives 
cabinet ministers in audience, studies 
dull officia] reports, and reads tedious 
white-books issued by the various de- 
peratments of state. This astonishing 
transformation bears testimony to the 
emperor's stern resolve to sacrifice his 
own personal inclinations to the public 
welfare, 

Persons in close touch with the im- 
perial household report that the em- 
peror is suffering from depression of 
spirits, which ts comprehensible in 
these circumstances. But the kaiser 
consoles himself that when his sub- 
jects realize that his retirement is not 
due to illness, but that his own will 
keeps him in the background, they 
will fully appreciate his wise concession 
to their will, showing, as it does, more 
manly courage than the sovereign 
would have revealed if he had defied 
popular wishes. 


Jeweled Cvuiffure Bandings, 
(From Vogue.) 


Apropos of this, ribbons and tulle scarfs 
in the coiffure have become less distinguisf- 
ed than a rope of jewels, or crystals, or of 
semi-precious stones. This is worn dropping 
low on one side of the head and is fastened 
on the opposite sife, rather higher, efther 
with a knot taken in the string of stones,’ or 
by a stiff little wired bow of silver or gold 
Galloon or of quaint old-fashioned brocade 
ribbon.

Tiaras are being reset into broad bandeaux 
that are worn straight across the foreheaa, 
broad in the center and narrowing as the 
ends enter the Greek, coil behind, while intu 
the top of the coil a comb to match is placed, 
forming’ a second jeweled band. Below the 
bandeau on the brow & few tiny tendrils of 
hair stray down about the eyés and ears. 
One must be of pretty nigh faultless regu- 
larity of feature and unruffled serenity of 
expression to carry off this classic style 


with success. One of these Byzantine tiaras 
which is heine made is a copy of that worn 
by the Princess Pauline Borghese, in gold, 
cameos and pearis, and wearing which Na- 
poleon’s beautiful sister was many times 
painted.

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| HISTORY AND MANAGEMENT 
OF NATIONAL AUTO SHOWS 


In the early days when automo- 
biles were first struggling for recogni- 
tion in this country, one of the pioneer 
companies took a small space in a cor- 
ner of a bicycle exhibition, and showed 
two cars therein. They excited a great 
deal of curiosity, yet, at the same time, 
were laughed at by the majority of the 
public as being impractica] and, simply 
a dream and toy of the rich that never 
would be of any use for ordinary pur- 


poses. 
Not many years have rolled by since 


that day, and many of the scoffers of 
that period are now enthusiastic auto- 


mobilists. 

Instead of the man dressed in sweater 
and knee breeches, bending low over the 
handle-bar of his bicycle, working hard 
for every foot of ground that he covers, 
we now find him taking his ease, sit- 
ting in @ luxuriously upholstered car, 
@oing here and there at will, covering 
long distances, that, in bieycle days, 
were looked upon as impossible. 

The automobile has made possible the 
pleabures of a country Home, with all 
that means, and yet allows a man to 
conduct his business’ in the city. 

After the first appearance of the au- 
tomobile in the bicycle ahow, a few dar- 
ing ones undertook to hold an automo- 
bile show in Madison Square Garden; 
and Mr. James C. Young, secretary of 
the Madison Square Garden Company, in 
1900, alone and unaided, succeeded in 
inducing thé Madison Square Garden 
Company to look with favor upon the 
idea of an automobile show, and enlist- 
ed the aid of the pioneer automobile 
manufacturers to show their goods at 
such an exhibition. The majority of 
those exhibitors listened to his appeal, 
showed their goods, and found the au- 
tomobile show of such value and worth 
to them, in a commercial way, that 
they have continued to exhibit annual- 
ly dn Madison Sqvare Garden; and 
have never been attracted away from 
that building, the home of all great 
trade expositions in New York, by the 
numerous inducements held forth by 
other automobile expositions in New 
York. 

If one looks over the list of vehicle 
exhibitors in that first automobile ex- 
hibition and then at the list at the Ninth 
Automobile Show at Madison Square 
Garden,’ he will find that the major 
portion of them have consistently work- 
ed onward, improving each year, until 
today their product at least equals 
that of any country on the globe. 

The American manufacturer does not 
have to look to anyone for instruction. 

At the firat automobile show, in order 
to fill the main fioor space of the bulld- 
ing, there:was laid out a large track 
surrounding the main grenea; and on 
this tnack each company was allowed tu 
demonstrate the different models of lis 
cars. Tihe general public took the great- 
est interest in watching these cars piod 
around the small track; and became 
convinced that the automoblle was prac- 
tical. 

In 1906 the Association of Licensed 
Automobile Manufacturers took control 
of the national show, and adopted the 
uniform scheme of decorations that has 
been so successful that now nearly all 
large trade expositions follow that plan. 

The national automobile shows at 
Madison Square Garden have grown '0 
be the largest trade exhibitions held in 
this country, whereas in the old days it 
was hardly possible to find exhibitors 
enough to make the building look half 
way filled. Now it is a problem for the 
architect, the engineer and the show 
management to discover how to find 
space enough within the walls of the 
building to take care of the numerous 
applicants for space. 

The handling of the A. L. A. M. auto- 
mobile shows has become a_ science. 
First must be considered meth0Ods of 
laying out the building to obtain the 
greatest possible amount of floor space; 
of decorating the building to make '‘t 
look attractive to the eye and yet De 
practical for the exhibition of the prod- 
ucts of the manufacturers. 

Above all must be considered the 
proper, handling, safety and comfort of 
the public; and to obtain all these re- 
sults great carc and forethought must 
be given to the most minute detaltis. 

The average person paying his admis. 
sion fee to pass through the gate and 
enter the portals of the exhmibition, 
beholding the fairy-like scene that is 
laid before him, does not realize the 
great number of hands that have beén 
employed to carry out the project, or 
the great amount of time, Jabor and m»- 
terial that have been spent in moulding 
into one grand whole such a finished 
resuit. 

First the architect lays before the 
management his ideas for consideration, 
which, after being carefully gone Ovér 
detail by detail, room by room, in 4ll 
possible lights, ure p§t into drawings, 
and specifications are prepared covering 
every corner, every square foot of floor, 
every possible point that will go to 
make the show a success. Various con- 
tractors study the plans and specifica- 
tions carefully for weeks, making their 
estimates of material and labor in- 
volved; and to the successful bidder 1 
awarded the contract for carrying out 
the architect’s ideas. 

All the time this is going on, another 
line of work is being followed by the 
management. Rules and regulations 
governing the show, tnat will be both 
equitable to the exhibitors, the manage- 
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By Merle L. Downs, Secretary Show Committee of Adbestation of Di- 
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ment and the general public, are drawn 
up, paragraphed and indexed; diagrams 
ehowing the different parts of the bulld- 
ing are sent out. Applications are re- 
ceived from manufacturers of all kinds, 
from those making the smallest screw 
and nut to a complete vehicie. All 
these must be classified and arranged; 
and space must be allotted to the vari- 
ous manufacturers, in accordance with 
the rules and regulations laid down. 
Care must be taken to include all that 
is good to exclude ail that is freakish 
Or tends to be a fake fostered upon the 
public. Then there must be gathered 
from all the 300 or more exhib tors, 
their wishes ag to the wording of the'r 
Signs, the size and location of counters 
in their spaces, and the supply of needs 
in various ways. Care must be given 
to the proper advertising of the show, 
and to the selection of those in whose 
hands the safety of the public is placed, 

At the same time that all this is go- 
ing on, the architects and contractors 
are busy in various parts of the coun- 
try, putting together the raw materials, 
building carloads of furniture, casting 
tons of plaster into statuary and othar 
decorations. The canpet-weavers are 
making thousands and thousands of 
yards of carpets: milis are weaving 
great quantities of material for cover- 
ing cellings and side walls: carpenters 
are forming the heavy structural work 
that will carry all this material. Em- 
ployment is given to hundreds to com- 
plete the great scene, 

It will probably be interesting to the 
@verage layman to consider a few fur- 
ther facts in reference to such an enor- 
mous exposition. At the start of the 
installation the building is given over 
to him who is known as the carpenter- 
ccntractor. He must build the neces- 
Sary floors and structure for carrying 
the exhibits and decoration. When one 
ecnsiders that this contractor employs 
‘from two to three hundred expert car- 
penters, using fifty or more car loads of 
lumber, he can realize the Magnitude 
of undertaking to so @rrange in ad- 
vance that all can be installed in the 
building within forty-eight hours. Then 
the decorator-contractor must have his 
materials ready instantly so that they 
can be applied, all materials having 
been previously fire-proofed. 
end upholsterers are now busy 
corners; steeplejacks hanging the ceil- 
ing, which nas been made up and form- 
ed in the shops; counters are being 
covered, staff work being set in place 
by’ experts, who have taken the fin- 
ished product from.the hand of the 
sculptors; painting that artists of: all 
nationalities have madg up must be 
hung; the electricians, the telephone 
wiremen are working in all parts of 
the building; in this building alone over 
seventy-five miles of wire are put in 
by the telephone company: I67 miles of 
wire will be in service between Madison 
Square Garden and the nearest ex- 
change, to which all lines are connect- 
ed. The telephone service required at 
the show has become so great that a 
special directory is issued for the week, 
and the numcter of calls in the busy 
hours of the day exceeds those in a 
busy hour of the day in a city of the 
second class in the state of New York. 

A complete freight department its ar- 
ganized for handling the goods of the 
exhibitors. Express companies and 
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can be adequately protected a special 
police force of trustworthy men must 
‘be organized under the command of a 
Captain and two lheutenants, 


the building is never left alone day 
or night. Part of this police force, as 
large cities, is detailed to plain 
clothes duty, to protect the public from 
who 
may possibly get by the watching eye 
of the trained body of experts detailed 
by the police department of the city of 
New York to carefully watch all en- 
tranceways, 

The work does not end with the clos- 
ing of the doors to the public: then all 
the work which has taiken months and 
months of prepanation must be de- 
molished and removed from the build- 
ing within four hours. To accomplish 
this a wonderful system must be or- 
ganized. Men engaged to handle every 
detail, superintendents and assistants, 
foremen and assistants of all kinds, 
are held responsible for the proper car- 
rying «ut of their respective work. All 
exhibits must be boxed rapidly and pre- 
pared for shipment, delivered to the 
express and transportation companies 
of all kinds. All structural materials 
of value must be removed and saved. 
Notwithstanding that the general work 
of wrecking the ehow must be executed 
with the greatest rapidity, there must 
be no danger to the life or limb of those 
engaged in the work. Within less than 
twenty-four hours from the time that 
the band in its elevated perch has play- 
ed the last strain of ‘‘Home, Sweet 
Home” and the lights have been turned 
off from “fairyland” all is gone. And 
only those who have engineered the 
work from the beginning dreamed and 
hoped to see it carried through suc- 
cessfully, actually experience the de- 
gree of satisfaction felt when the doors 
are closed after the last load has left— 
to them alone is the full realization of 
the work accomplished.

“In 1779 William Few was elected to 
_the legislature, and in January, !780, he 
was appointed member of the conti- 
nental congress. In 1786 the legislature 


and it: was this very congress which 
felt the need of a stronger central 
power, and they called for a constitu- 
tional convention to convene May, !787. 
William Few was named a member by 
his state, and Was also elected again to 
congress. He sat through the entire 
session of this conefftutional conven- 
tion, and his conspicuous signature is 
one of the thirty-nine attached to the 
great inetrument which it gave to the 
country. 

William Few served eight years as a 
legislator, four years as a member of 
the continental congress, four years as 
& senator and three years as judge of 
the second judicial district. In May, 
1799, he removed to New York city, 
and immedtately he was made a mem- 
ber of the assembly for 1801!1-02-03-04. 
He was, after all these years of public 
service, made commissioner of loans, 
inspector of the State prison and alder- 
man of the city of New York. He was 
married in 1786 to Catharine Nicholson, 
daughter of Commodore James Nichol- 
son, the great commander of the 
American navy. William Few died 
June 16, 1828, at Fishkill-on-the-Hud- 
6o0n. His wife and three daughters sur- 
vive him. 

The eldest daughter, Frances, mar- 
ried Major Albert Chrystie, and 
through this union the sole descendants 
of Willtam Few now living are the 
members of the family of the late Wi}!- 
liam Few Chrystie, who reside on their

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LESCHE CLUB, DALTON. 

The Lesche Club, of Dalton, Ga., is repre- 
sented before you, not in the flesh, but by 
letter. This is keenly regretted by the 
Leschians, for they have never before failed 
to profit by the fresh enthusiasm brought 
home by their delegates from the annual 
Federation meeting. 

We beg to report that the past year, owing 
to unusual! building and improvements made 
by the churches of our town, has been a dif- 
ficult one in which to keepjour main enter- 
prise, our free kindergarten, equipped with 
necessary funds. Last year the Ladies’ So- 
ciety of the Presbyterian, Methodist and Bap- 
tist churches pledged a certain amount per 
mohth toward it support, the balance being 
furnished throush the endeavors of the 
Lesche. We were notified that said societies 
would not be able this year to centinve their 
subscriptions. As reported to the chairman 
of the kindergarten committeé (Mrs. Black) 
the Lesche then found ways and means for 
its continuance from September, 1908, 
April, 1909, and perhaps longer. 

We now have our kindergarten 
the Presbyterian mission ckurch, 
poorer and more ignorant section of 
Factory Town,’ than where it was 
year, ' 

The number attending is all 
commodate. The great success of 
tendance is mainly due to the personal quali- 
ties of our fine young kindergarten, Miss 
Clara Brown. She is peculiariv 
her difficult position, being tactful, 
and lovable in unusual degree. ; 

Most of the mothers, as well as _ the 
fathers, work in the Crown cotton mills and 
the children are 1 in the care of a feeble 
old grandmother or to take care of jshem- 
selves. There are at least forty chfidren 
on ‘‘Cotton Factory Hill’’ who ought to at- 
tend kindergartens. Some of these do not 
attend because they haven't clothes; others 
do not because their parents have not yet 
been convinced that the kindergarten is the 
place for themy 

The children attending are bright a“™ yu'ck 
to learn. At the opening of the schvol thoy 
did not come very clean, but after a week's 
use of the program on cleanliness there was 
decided improvement.” One morning two small 
girls were late and when asked the reason 
why the elder said, ‘‘Our dresses didn't git 
dry. We washed ‘em last night.’’ These 
children were 4 and 6 years old. 

The mothers have shown quite an interest 
by visiting the school and asking questions. 

Several fathers have also asked if their 
children were not ‘‘pert’’ and didn't Miss 
Rrown think ‘“‘ihey’s awful. quick to learn 
anything?’" One mother said she ‘‘had heer’d 
the Yeacher larned ‘em manners,’’ and she 
told Miss Brown she would just say her 
children knew manners. When ‘‘they’s little 
she larned ‘em to say yes mam and no 
mam; so there wern't nary use to bother 
larning her manrners.’’ 

Out of fourteé¢n boys there are eight who 
use tobacco, and of the twelve giris seven 
use snuff. AJl these children are between 2 
and 7 years of age, and some have been 
using snuff and tvbacco so long it has be- 
come a fixed habit. The injury caused by 
this habit and the uncleanliness was ex- 
plained to them and they were asked to stop 
for two days. One small girl safd, ‘If I 
stop for tWo days 1 can stop for all the 
days.’ Very. good logic for a child of 5. 
Another child said if she didn’t use it she 
would get right poor. 

The mothers are entirely indifferent to 
fhis habit. In visiting these mothers we find 
them very sociable and anxious to know 
more of the kindergarten. One woman sald, 
‘LL am going to send Bill. I don't know 
what you lar ’em, but I know youse talk 
better’n we do, an’ I wants him to larn to 
talk real good.’’ 

Many of the children need clothing. Ur- 
derciothes are an unknown luxury.: Luncb 
is served by a couple of Léeschians on Fri- 
days and a ‘‘mothers’ meeting” is héld di-.

The studies of the Lesche Club wil! this 
year include some original, but very sketchy, 
programs ajong the fringe of a househote 
economics course. We hope another year to 
do something more serious in this way, in- 
cluding sanitation, nursing, household 
bacteriology and kindred sufjects. his will 
naturallv lead us to welfare work. “ 

Our Hbrary committee secured by donation» 
many new books for our traveling Jibraries, 
which we keep circulating in the mountain 
districts near us. The demand for these 
small libraries is increasing. A nice little 
assortment of fiction was also gathered from 
the main Lesche library and loaned to the 
Presbyterian Sunday schools of Dalton. 

A lawn fete given in July netted a nice 
sum for our free kindergarten and §10 for 
the Industria! school At Tallulah Falls. 

This sums up nearly all of our activities 
for others. Let us mind the federation— 
but not by way of Rpology—that the Lesche 
is a limited club of twenty-five members: 
that Dalton fs a smell! town, largely made 
up of factory workers, and that it Hes'among 
the hills and mountains of north Georgia and 
is not surrounded by the richest of farmimns 
lands, and that we have no wealthy patrons 
to finance our good intentions for bettering 
our weaker neighbors. There will be in the 
future more instead of less work to do here, 
for factories of all kinds are multiplying 
rapidly, bringing with thefh a horce of help- 
less folks. 

During the past year of business 
sion the Crown cotton ‘mills in Nerth Dal- 
ton have doubled their canacity, the large 
Elk mills”*n South Datton have been built. 
besides many smaller factories. Thus you see 
that the poor will always be with us ane 
that the resources of the -Lesche will be 
severely taxed to even accomplish aswmuch 
in proportion to population as it has in the 
past. This explains why we have not con- 
tributed more generously to Taflulah Indus- 
trial school. The truth is, the need*of an 
industrial school is coffstantly forced upon 
us and it will not be long before we hope to 
have cne.

S. M. Inman, of Atlanta, 
has subscribed $50,000; Andrew Carne- 
gie $25,000; Colonel R J. Lowry $25,000; 
J. K. Orr $5,000; John J. Bagan $6,000, 
and the children of the late George W. 
Scott, founder of the college, $10,006. 
The sum of $130,000 stands between the 
institution and the certainty of an in- 
calculable widening of its usefulness. 

The gift of the General Education 
Board is payable in three annual in- 
beginning December, 1909. 
Contributors to the fund have the option 
of arranging their subscriptions similar- 
The only other material stipulation 
of the General Education Board is that 
of the total sum of $350,000, £175,000 
Shall be set aside as a permanent en- 
dowment for the college.

It aoes so, primarily; on the count

‘women, is-in ‘vital need for. its daugh- 


ters of the advantages it has to offer. 
Secondarily, .on its purely. philan- 
thropic motives and merits. The insti- 


|tution is owned by the trustees, a self- 
perpetuating body of the 


most prothi- 
nemt men of Atlanta and vicinity who 
abselutely without mercenary 
interest Or compensation. There are no 
dividends. Every dollar above the ex- 
penses of maintenance goes into im- 
provements of the property, the ex- 
tension of its usefulness. 

Not to be forgotten is its non-denom- 
inational appeal. The regulations re- 
quire that each member of the faculty 
be a professing Christian, but do not 
fix church affiliation. It opens its doors 
mbsolutely without restriction to stu- 
dents of every and of no denomination, 
provided only the moral character is 
unquestioned and the scholastic stand- 
ing sufficient. 

What the College Offers, 


Agnes Scott is a denominational col- 
lege only to the extent that it was 
founded by a man of Presbyterian faith 
and is governed by men of that religious 
profession. It is not answerable to the 
Presbyterian synod; its final authority 
is its board of trustees, and under them 


the faculty. Every influence surreund- 
ing the institution is religious and 
Christian. A part of the day’s routine 
ds opening and closing services. 

But in none of these is the denomina- 
tional note emphasized. They are such 
as have been used time and again in 
public and general educational systems. 
The college places no let or hindrance 
on the church affiliations of its mem- 
bers, who are free to attend any of the 
various denominations in the contiguous 
town of Decatur. 

Its elemental and 
is to make educated Christian women, 
equipped to stand on a par with. the 
womanhood of any other country re- 
gardiess of handicap, and to lend their 
part effectively to the directing of those 
Silently powerful movements which 
underlie the integrity of society and 
the march of civilization everywhere. 

The reasoning upon which it is found- 
ed and which penetrates its smallest 
department, is that the women of the 
south are due educational facilities 
equal to those offered the women of 
the east, or’ any other section; that it 
should not be necessary for a southern 
girl to leave the south to secure the 
training available at such institutions 
as Vassar and Wellesley. It has estab- 
lished that reasoning as good and 
sound, and as eminently applicable. 
The doubter may be referred to any of 
its numerous alumni, and to conclusive 
demonstration outlined in following par- 
agraphs, 

The curriculum is as select and com 
prehensive as that of any of the east- 
ern colleges; the faculty, as well quall- 
fled and undoubtedly as devoted and 
enthusiastic. They are benevolent 
fanatics on the subjects of thorough- 
ness and quelification at Agnes Scott. 

Regarding George W. Scott. 


The ‘story of the birth of the college 

sheds informing light on its present 
methods, the consecration of the men 
who are fighting, its battles and the 
manner in which it has gradually 
evolved to its present proportions. 


It is best told in the language of Dr. ! 


H. Gaines, now and since its found- 
ing, the head of Agnes Scott. He came 
to Decatur in December of !888 to as- 
sume charge of the Decatur Presby- 
terlan church. 

“At that time,” said Dr. Gaines, ‘“‘the 
town was practically without educa- 
tional facilities. I believed I. knew the 
needs of the south, and particularly of 
this section, with intimate familiarity. 
I argued that we should supply them, on 
a small scale at first, and afterward 
measuring our plans by the encourage- 
ment we received. 

“So I suggested to one of the gentle- 
men of the church that we found 4 
Christian institution for the education 
of girls. The idea was wonderfully 
contagious. It seems that others than I 
had recognized the need, and that only 
the suggestion was required to set con- 
structive forces in motion. The first 
meeting was held in my ‘study, and 
from the beginning Colonel George W. 
Scott was the leading and most enthusi- 
astic man in the undertaking. — 

“} don’t think I ever knew a man of 
more wonderful character or more 
striking personality. He was modest 
as a woman as to temperament, and 
generous and universal in his dealings 
with his fellow men. It was a part of 
his creed to keep the left hand in ig- 
norance of the doings of the right. He 
was. acutely sympathetic in his outlook 
upon life and in the tactful, unob- 
trusitve way he wént about his bene- 


factions. 

“We began by organizing a_ stock 
company, with a minimum capital of 
$5,000, and a maximum capital of $26,- 
000. The minimum was quickly sub- 
scribed, Colonel Scott taking care of tne 
larger part of it. He was elected chair- 
man of the board of trustees, and the 
latter at once sent. me to Virginia to 
look for teachers, pmiving me _ carte 
blanche. After thorough investigation 
I enga one teacher, one of whom 
was Miss Hopkins, who is still with 
us, as dean of the faculty.

“He went north to investigate col- 
leges of this nature, and to consult ar- 
When he came back, it was 


of the character to which he had made 
up his mind, could mot be secured for 
less than $82,500. He cheerfully’ set 
aside this sum for the purpose, and he 
did more than that. Contractors built 
the structure, but he personally super- 
vised every feature of the work. He 
was on hand when the material arriv- 
ed, and I have known him to reject car 
after car, and construction after con- 
struction, when they failed to meet his 
ideal ef excellence, 

“As a result, the old building today 
is as sturdy as when “wf left the 
hands of the constructor. It is, I sup- 
pose, the most perfect and flawless piece 
of work in “is county, al] of which 
is a tribute to the thoroughgoing na- 
ture and devotion of its founder. 

“We had imagined his. philanthropy 
would end when he erected the building 
at more than double its computed orig- 
inal expense. But he was not satisfied 
until he had turned it over to us, com- 
plete from roof to basement, fully 
equipped and ready for classes, at an 
ultimate expense of $1!15,000. 3 

Work of One Man. 


‘Bven here his benefactions had not 
reached their limits. “ Before the school 
had fully established itseif, there were 
deficits to be met. These he assumed, 
aggregating perhaps $30,000. Often he 
asked me if any deserving girl in De- 
catur needed such an education as we 
could give, but was prevented from ac- 
quiring it through poverty. Il 
knew him to fail to extend assistance 
in such cases, and to do it so kindly 
and tactfully that its recipient never 
felt the obligation. (‘first and last he 
contributed to the college to the extent 
of $170,000, and its status today is due 
to his loyal encouragement and his un- 
stinted liberality. 

“We opened in the present main build- 
ing in the fall of 1892, and since that 
time our problems have principally been 
those of growth.” 

These “problems of growth” have now 
become insistent. The total enrollment 


of 328 pupils puts a severe tax on the! 


space at present available. he school 
has a Capacity of about 220 boarding 
students, and is already within 20 of 
that limit. Class rodms, while as yet 
adequate, should be enlarged to facil- 
jtate the work. The dormitories will 
soon be insufficient to accommodate 
qualified pupils. Many applicants have 
already been turned away, the majority 
because they could not comply with 
the unvarying requirements of scholar- 
ship, but a number because of lack of 
room. 

And this, in spite of the fact timat the 
physical dimensions of the school have 
So expanded in the last five years that 
its older alumni would hardly recognize 
their alma mater. The Rebekah Scott 
Memorial hall, with its chapel-audito- 
rium, seating 467 persons, its dormi- 
tories, its literary society rooms and 
its dining room; the Science tall, the 
academy, the gymnasium, the ‘white 
house,” and other bwildings on the 
campus, with their laboratories, recita- 
tion rooms and dormitories—all the 
growth of recent years-—are inadequate 
to the demands of development. 

An Opportunity, Also.

A city of 150,000 inhabitants, to all 
intents and purposes, Atlanta stands ‘n 
vital need of the facilities for higher 
education for women Offered by Agn?2s 
Scott, and the larger inspiration and 
stimulus of which it is inevitably the 
fountain head. Advanced education for 
the women of the south is no longer a 
subject open to argument. As has been 
said, its efficacy in the making of our 
traditions and our material progress has 
been demonstrated in the past. The 
only problem is to secure it in suffi- 
cient abundance and accessibility for 
the more exacting and refined needs of 
the present. 

The grammar and the high schools of 
the city are excellent. They need the 
completing capstone such as is offered 
by Agnes Scott, and by no other inst 
tution, adequately, in this immediate 
vicinity. 

The boys of the present generation 
are fairly well cared for in the Techno- 
logical school and the numerous medical 
and other professional institutions. 
Crowning the hills that look down upon 
the city is college after college devoted 
to the higher and industrial education 
,}of the negro, at their beck and cal) the 
{‘unJimited purses of northern philanthro- 
pists. 

The Agnes Scott, with its established 
achievement, is just six miles from the 
corporate limits, offering to the girls of 
Atlanta facilities not excelled by those 
held out by the renowned colleges of 
the east, with their millions of endow- 
ment and their costly faculties. 

It is simply a question of whether 
ithe people of Atlanta, of Georgia—for 
‘the school long ago exceeded l0c1! 
bounds—recognize the opportunity bv 
which they are confronted to insure that 
for the next ten years an institution 
which will place them upon a par, In 
the matter of higher education for wom- 
en, with any other section of the coun- 
try, shall be made secure in its progress 
and the extension of its possibilities be- 
}yond all peradventure. 

The Case of the Tech, 


There is a precedent for  broad- 
| minded liberality on part of the people 
of Atlanta, and it is furnished by the 
, Georgia School of Technology, an insti- 
‘tution the fame of which is national. 
| Twenty-odd years ago, when the state 
prepared to add this feature to its unli- 
versity, there was fierce rivalry among 
the towns and cities of Georgia to fur- 
nish the site. t 

The competition was sharp and de- 
termined, and public interest roused to 
any unusual degree. It was then that 
prominent Atlantans, recognizing the 
‘infinite value of such an insu ution *o 
'this city, inaugurated an_ energetic 


‘campaign to secure such subscriptions 
'a8 would insure victory for Atlanta. 
| Upon the contrtoution lists may be seen 
| today the names of Atlantans of de- 
, cided and of relative prominence, Je'v 
'and Christian, man and woman, indi- 
vidual and business tirms. The crusade 
| was successful, and Atlanta secured the 
| Technological, largely through the reali- 
of its people that its presence 
would be an incentive to their growth. 
These public-spirited and far-seéing 
citizens have never had .reason to re- 
| pent their bargain. Since the founding 
|of the school it has prospered and de- 
|veloped beyond the most sanguine ex- 
imectations, stretching its usefulness into 
i|channels never dreamed by its promo- 
| vers. 
The trustees of Agnes Scott and the 
| friends who have watched critically 
‘its evolving career, belleve that it can 
go before the people of Atlanta and tne 
state with a plea nea less urgent than 
that of the Technological sehool. What 
the latter offers to accomplish, and d0s 
‘accomplish, for the youn men of the 
‘state and city, Agnes Scott has already 
} accomplished, in degree, for the young 
} women of the state. It prepares them 
to discharge effectively the duties in life 
which it is the ambition of every worthy 
southerner to have his daughter dis- 
| charge. In its peculiar sphere it ts no 
less an important local adjunct than the 
Tt will improve that re-

lation, of the people of the state will give 
it the opportunity. 

The influence of such an institutio. 
may be compared to the circles made by 
a stone thrown into a pond. The con- 
centrics are more vigorous and active 
in the immediate vicinity, but they rot! 
their way far out Over the entire sur- 
face until the sharpest eye cannot fol- 
low their ultimate margins. 

It is the history of schools of this 
character in the eastern states and elS®- 
where, that they exert their greatest In- 
fluence in the neighborhood immediately 
contiguous, drawing the bulk of thetr 
patronage from a radius of 200 miles. 
Apply that argument to the advantag9? 
of Atlanta with regard to Agnes Scott. 

But, like the concentrics on the water, 
this influence spreads over localities far 
distant. 

Not only does the nearby radius profit 
from access to such enlightening facili- 
ties. The cause of education generally, 
especially higher education, is immeas- 
ureably advanced bv the unremitting 
and discriminating activities of an insti- 
tution of exalted ideals. Schools actu- 
ally or ostensibly on a plane with it, 
must elevate their standards in self- 
defense. The idea, the value of educa- 
tion with a character-building motive 
back of it. gains Impetus. 

It Is a known fact that some of the 
best teachers in the public school sys- 
tem of Atlanta today were recruited 
from the institution at Decatur. It 
cannot meet the demand made upon it 
for teachers from a wide range of south- 
ern states, even when approximately 
30 per cent of its graduates enter that 
profession. 

The Commercial Side. 


And though the closest friends of the 
institution might object to this argu- 
ment, there is a distinctly commercial 
side to the proposition. The present 


300 odd pupils at the school mean much | 


to Atlanta in a financial way. They 
patronize its dry goods and department 
and millinery stores. They tncrease its 
provision bill. They patronize its pub- 
lic utilities. They stimulate its every 
commercial channel. Surely, on this 
sordid phase only, the people of Atlanta 
have a personal interest in Agnes Scott. 
especially when it is borne in mind 
that everything that there tends to 
expansion mears proportionate prosper- 
itv for the nearest commuzpity. 

Something as to the schoo) itself, its 
curriculum and the details of the 
projected expansion are in ofder. 

It would be a work of supererogation 
to go into minutae regarding courses 
and. studies, since it has already been 
stated that these comprise the best that 
is offered in The eastern colleges de- 
voted to the higher education of women. 

An enlightening impression can, how- 
ever, be gained of the. standard main- 
tained, scholastically, by narrating the 
manner in which the school underwent 
the deciding tests laid down by the 
general education board, before it 
would make its $100.CO0 offer. 

The Standard at the School. 


The board first sent down its own 
expert. a man of supreme qualifications 
and experience, who investigated the 
school, its methods and its curriculum, 
from top to bottom. Test one. 

It next referred the catalog 
college to its specialist on catalogs. 
was his business to analyze it, dissect 
it, probe its every statement regarding 
the competence of faculty and the abili- 
ty, to carry out its educational prom- 
ises. Test two. 

It required the officials and trustees 
to fill out blanks entering minutely into 
the details of the school’s management, 
its finances even down to a balance 
sheet, its sources of income, its right 
to its claim of high scholarship. Test 
three. 

The result of there investigations was 
then laid before the board by its secre- 
tary. It is well understood that this 
beard is composed of the most eminent 
publicists and educators in the country. 
They are not a sentimental lot of men. 
Thay decide sheerly by logic. and when 
they apportion a dollar it must be on 
the coldest and most unemotiunal argu- 
ment of merit. This was the court of 
last resort which passed on the status 
of Agnes Scott. 

Its verdict fs about as conclusive and 
unqualified an indorsement as could be 
desired by any educational institution. 

The Academy and the College. 


Agnes Scott is really a twin school. 
There is the college proper, dedicated 
to the higher education of women and 
conferring the degree of Bachelor of 
Arts or permitting an €lective course 
within certain bounds.

But I can 
fay, without risk of offending him that 
the work he has here done has laid the 
cause of education generally, and many 
young women particularly, under lasting 
Obligations to him. He has been of in- 
strumental assistance in forwarding the 
ideals of this institution, and consider- 
ing the manner in which those ideals 
are woven into the be<t and most sacred 
of our progress, the achievement is 
something for which to be grateful.
